| THE MENACE OF 
CHINESE SECRET 
SOCIETLES. 


Everyone who knows anything about 
China is aware that the Empire is 
honeycombed with all sorts of sects, 
having for their ostensible object the 
“practice of virtue,” or in some cases 
mutual assistance and. camaraderie, not 
externally unlike those to which we are 
accustomed in Western lands. Ever 
since the present Dynasty set in, theso 
societies have been in evidence, but the 
larger part of their activities is alto- 
gether out of sight. It is not unnatural 
that the Chinese and Manchu rulers 
should scent the real danger lurking in 
the numerous organisations, and should 
stake the most heroic steps toward their 
j suppression, Nor is it surprising that 
the most energetic efforts of the most 
resolute rulers are in this direction 
totally ineffectual. Chinese Secret 
Societies appeal to two of the strongest 
‘instincts in haman nature, each pheno- 
monally developed in this Empire—tho 
inhorent attraction of the marvellous 
and the mysterious, and the ineradie- 
able instinct of managing one’s own 
affairs in one’s own way. In this mat- 
ter the Chinese probably yield nothing 
in their essential democracy to any 
people in the world. All Chinose go- 
vernment largely consists in holding 
some kind of a balance, however imper 
fect, between the opposite extremes of 
unlimited despotism (which can never 
obtain in China) and unbridled free- 
dom. 

No consistent history of their secret 
organisation has ever been attempted by 
the Chinese, who have no interest in 
such inquiries even were they free from 


danger, which is far from being the 
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ease. The little that foreigners have 
been able to gather is a mere scraping of 
the surface, the subject being hedged 
about with inevitable and insurmount- 
able difficulties. 

The whole Boxer movement is alto- 
gether too fresh in the minds of us all, 
to make any socret society a matter of 
no intorest to foreigners, who remember 
how in a few short months the whole 
Empire was convulsed by the develop- 
mont of an order of which no foreigner 
and scarcely any Chinese a few months 
before had ever heard. It cannot 
he too often mentioned that or- 
ganisations of this sort_have no neces- 
Ssmy connection with any name, and 
aro often quite independent of names, 
rejecting oue and adopting another at 
their convenience, the substance re- 
maining always the same. In this 
respect. they resemble aqueous vapour 
which gathers in small wisps about a 
mountain top, and then appexrs to ise 
appear in the atmosphere, until some- 
what later it is observed to have formed 
a relatively thick mass on the horizon, 
which then turns into a black and 
threatening accumulation and a little 
Jater still in the form of a © cloud- 
wurst” precipitates itself on the earth 
in devastation and ruin, Such in all 
respects was the Boxer business, with 
the single exception that being clearly 
foreseen, it mighthave heen prevented, 
which the case of atmospheric 
phenomena is not true, During the 
past months many references have been 
made to the reappearance of these 
minatory symptoms in different parts 
of China. Everyone remembers that 
two full years after Boxerisin hod been 
inguished in the North of China, 
it had its reincarnation and dovelop- 
ment in all its familiar stages, in far 
distant Szechuan. The lesson of 
this phenomenon has not been lost on 
us. China is to-day’ just as ready for 
another upheaval as she was before, 
unless due restraining influences are 
promptly set at work. Were the wise 
provision of the higher officials with- 
drawn for even a short period we should 
soon see just such another uprising as 
pefore, only perhaps on a larger scale. 

All this is not mere theory, but. 
obvious interpretation of coutemporan- 
ous facts. From various correspondents 
we have already heard of a society 
which now calls itself the “Orchard 
Seet” (" Tsdi Yuan ” Zf MJ) in allusion 
to the Peach Orchard of the time of the 
‘Three Kingdoms where Chang Fei, Liu 
Pei, and Kuan Yii made their famous 
compact for the salvation of the Empire. 
‘The very name is alive with patriotic 
suggestions, and to a wide-awake Chi. 
nese needs no explapation, no matter

If, as reported, its 
leaders have been captured and released, 
it is no wonder that they take this as a 
virtual authorisation to go forward in 
their good work of subsoiling for another 
earthquake. 

In Yamingfu (Chilli) the appear- 
ances were so threatening that all the 
foreigners felt it necessary to leave in a 
body for Tientsin, though the full facts 
are not yet before us. But there is one 
item of capital importance to which 
we beg to call the attention of all 
foreigners in the interior of China, and 
especially the Ministers in Peking. 
The local officials refused to allow the 
telegram which was handed in to the 
telegraph office, to be forwarded to the 
Minister, because it would make them 
trouble, But for the existence of 
another office in another prefecture 
several hundred li distant, it is quite 
conceivable that tw performances of 
1900 might have been repeated. Bat 
the urgency of the matter does not at 
all consist in the details of this special 
instance, but upon the presence of 
inflammable conditions, and of these 
there is no doubt. Governor-General 
Yuan Shih promptly took the 
matter into his own hands, and 
electrified the indolent and culpable 
officials by sending them an instant and 
detailed order what todo, Not every 
province however has a Yuan Shih-k‘ai. 
“The mountains are high, and the 
Emperor is remote,” It is important 
that this special case should be carefully 
inquired into, and that the agreement 
of 1901 about the security of foreign 
lives in the interior of China be 
enforced. Just at a period when China 
is on tho point of being opened as 
never before, it is unsafe to leave any 
aperture through which ignorance, in- 
capacity, aud sullen stupidity can again 
wreck the prospects of this great land. 
Tt ought to be mentioned that the news 
of such threatened risings as this travels 
swiftly, and loses nothing in its passage. 
Itseffect many hundred milesdistant from 
the scene of action has been immediately 
felt. As we said in 1900, so again we 
repeat with added emphasis, that there 
is danger of a general conflagration un- 
less the utmost vigilance is exercised.

On the night of 
the 25th the Army's central column after 
a bayonet charge by the infantry suc- 
ceeded in carrying the enemy's position 
on that side. But the enemy's right and 
left wings continued to offer desperate 
resistance. On the 26th severe fighting 
was resumed, but the enomy’s resistance 
remained unabated. That night our right

mined and furious fighting in those 
engagements was near Hungshaling and 
Kungehanling. The enemy watched 
and sighted our advance by moonlight 
and furiously fired upon us and at the 
same time threw stones upon us from 
the top of the mountains and we had 
many killed and wounded and the sight 
was entirely terrible. However, our men 
stubbornly overcome these, difficulties 
and resolutely marched up the steep 
mountain road and stormed the enemy's

pecially our field guns had no place | 
where they could be utilised, but by the | 
main road.

Tho centre started at midnight of the |

At the same 
time the enemy’s artillery in the vicinity 
of Tauping furiously fired upon us and 
we were placed at one time in a critical , 
position. Yet we maintained our posi- 
tion in spite of the danger and succeeded 
in pressing back the enemy to a position 
south-east of the river Tangho. The right 
column from before daybreak had made 
‘a night attack upon the enemy at Hung- 
shaling (the left wing of the ouems’s 
positions) Chipangling (south of Hung- 
shaling and north of Kungchangling), and 
the position in the middle of the two 
eminences.

Tho Russians are constructing a dam 
with stones, which will block the Liao 
River and may give it another course. 

This will stop the shipping for the 
present unless the Japanese advance fur- 
ther north. 

On Sunday morning a three-masted 
Sapanese schooner, was anchored on New- 
chwang Bar to act as lightship. 

‘The Czarevitch had only threo shells for 
herbig guns remaining when she took re: 
fage in Tsingtao.—Tho “China Times,” 
discussing the Reschitjelnij incident, says: 
“ Tt was necessary, in the interests of neu- 
tral commerce and for tho maintenance of 
the honour of nations, as well as in her 
own interests as a belligerent, that Japan 
should take some steps to restrict the 
abuse of Chins’s neutrality. Japan shows 
herself once more the champion of 
honesty and right dealing, as against 
the pernicious principle that might is 
right.”—The same papor says that the 
Russian destroyer did take coal at Che- 
foo, and was not disarmed. ‘The Japan- 
ese officer on board knew enough Rus- 
sian to recognise the order given by the 
Russian captain to blow up the destroyer, 
whose orders were to return to Port 
Arthur. — The Peiho remains at the 
abnormal depth of 13 feet 1 inch— 
‘The Japanese are taking active steps to 
rid the Nowchwang Coast and harbour of 
pirates.—The following remarkablo state- 
ment appears in the telegrams sent to 
Chefoo ands Tientsin fromShanghai by the 
“ Ostasiatische Lloyd ”:—“ It is generally 
believed that the neutral Powers p1 
vented the Japanese flect from entering 
the Huangpu.”.—The Russians are com- 
mandeering cattle and carts in Linoyi 
and Hsinan, and have sunk a large num- 
ber of junks in the Liao river in the hope 
of causing an inundation which will 
hamper the Japanese advance.—The lead- 
ing foreign employees of the Chineso Im- 
perial Railway Service have now received 
the China medal and clasp for 1900.— 
Harmston’s Cirous is tooponin Peking next 
wook.—A capital concert was given on 
the 23rd at Peitaiho by rusticating music- 
ians, including Miss Winifred Curry, Mrs. 
Anderson, Dr. Hayes, Miss Dora von 
Méllendorf, Mme. Trotchiakoff, and 
others.—The Governor-General of French 
Indo-China has interdicted the ciroula- 
tion of Hongkong Chinese newspapers in 
the colony.—Mr. J. R. Brazier, Commis- 
missioner of Custotas at Kowloon, has 
been appointed General Manager in 
China of the South African Labour Emi- 
gration Agency. He has been seconded 
from the Customs Service for the purpose.

THE 
ASKOLD-GROSOVOL 
QUESTION. 


29th August. 

Tr seems that there is again some 
trouble about the disposal of the 
Askold and Grosovoi and their crews. 
Japan is insisting that the crews of 
these two vessels shall not be allowed 
to return to Russia, even under an 
engagement that they will not serve 
again in the present war, but that 
China shall intern them and detain 
them until the war is over. This is 
the course that has been adopted by 
Germany at Tsingtao, and it un- 
doubtedly is the correct course. It 
appears that the crews of the Varyag 
and Koréetz, though they were 
allowed to go back to Russia on 
a solemn undertaking on their part 
they would take no farther part 
in the war, have been drafted 
into the Baltic fleet, trained sailors 
and officers being very scarce in 
Russia, It-is difficult to believe that 
Russia has been guilty of such perfidy, 
though we cannot doubt that Japan 
thinks she bas good ground for her 
belief; but if it is true, it is obvious 
that Japan cannot allow these men, 
who are really Japao’s prisoners of 
war, though they are inChina’s hands, 





to be taken home to strengthen the 
personnel of the new fleet that is 
some day coming out to challenge 
Japan again. We believe the fate 
of the crew of the destroyer which 
ran ashore near Weihaiwei when 
running away from the Japanese, is 
still undecided, They have reached 
Hongkong in the Humber, and were 
quartered on board HLM.S. Tamar, 
and, no doubt, Japan will be cou- 
sulted before the disposal of these 
men is settled, International Law 
and Custom demand that men who 
have fled into neutral territory to 
avoid being made prisoners of war 
shall be held in custody by the 
neutral Power until the war is over. 
Phe same rule must hold good with 
sailors, and this rule it is that 
Japan is demanding that China 
shall enforce. 





THE CREWS OF 
REFUGEE WARSHIPS. 


80th August. 


We wrote yesterday morning that 
Japan, no doubt, would be consulted 
hefore the disposal of the Russian 
destroyer’s crew which was taken 
down to Hongkong in the British 
storeship Humber was settled. We 


detained in British territory until 
the close of the war. This decision 
is in accordance with the action of 
the German authorities at Tsingtao ; 
it has been clearly stated there that 
itis obvious that neither the Rus- 
sian ironclad Czarevitch, nor the 
destroyers which took refuge at Tsing- 
tao, nor their crews, can take any 
further part in the present war. 
This is completely in accord with 
the dictates{ of International Law, 
whereby a neutral State is bound 
to disarm and intern all belli- 
gerent troops that pass into its 
territory. This is formulated almost 
in these words in Article LVII of the 
Hague Convention Code. In writing 
on this subject in his new book, 
“War and Neutrality in the Far 
East,” Dr, Lawrence seys, in deal- 
ibg with the case of men rescued by 
a neutral after a conflict, as occurred 
in the ease of the Varyag aud Koréetz 
at Chemulpo: “If the rescued men 
are surrendered to their own side 
they will again become combatants ; 
if they are surrendered to the other 
side, they will be made prisoners of 
war. To assist in bringing about 
either of these consummationsis sure- 
ly inconsistent with neutrality. ‘There 
remain the alternatives of ‘ intero- 
ment’—that is to say, keeping them 
in honourable detention under neutral 
guardianship for the rest of the war, 
or handing them over to their own 
friends in exchange for a solemn 
promise that they shall not serve 
again while hostilities continue, 
Either course seems right in prin- 
ciple, but if we follow the analogy of 
land warfare, we shall regard the 
former as preferable... ‘his was 
done on a large scale by Switzerland 
early in February 1871, when a 
beaten and starving French arwy, 
numbering no less than 85,000 men, 
was driven across the frontier in the 
vicinity of Geneva by the troops 
of Manteuffel and Werder. It 
is true that the Geneva Conven- 
tion of 1864 does not conterm- 
late the withdrawal to neutral 
territory of the sick and wounded com- 
batants who are cared for in neutral 
hospitals and ambulances. On the 
contrary, it assumes that they will 
remain in the power of the victors. 
But it provides by Art. VI that those 
who are incapacitated shall, when 
their wounds are healed, be sent 
back to their own country, and it 
permits the sending back of the 
‘others also on condition that they do 
not again bear arms during the 
continuance of the war.” 

‘As far as we know, when the 
Mandjour was disarmed here, and a 
portion of her officers and crew sent 
away, no promise was exacted from 
them that they would not serve 
again in the present war; but there 
was nevertheless a very general feel-

But when the crews of the 
Varyag and Koréetz were allowed to 
gohome from Colombo, it was on the 
distinct understanding that they 
should not serve again during the 
present war. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment has reason to believe that this 
understanding has been violated, and 
that some or all of the men in ques- 
tion have been drafted ioto the 
Baltic fleet. The temptation to the 
Russian Admiralty to do this must 
have been very strong; for the 
flower of the Russian officers and 
sailors were and are in her Pacific 
fleet. Russia has been able to get 
together a number of ships to re- 
place that fleet by hook or by crook ; 
but she must have had very great 
difficulty in finding trained crews to 
man them. Japan is fully justified, 
however, in tuking every’ possible 
measure to prevent a recurrence of 
such a scwndul, presuming that her 
belief is well-founded. Germaiiy and 
Great Britain have acted up to their 
obligations, and France will, without 
doubt, do the same in the case of the 
Diana; but China is so hopelessly 
weak, as she showed in the case of 
the Reschitjelnij, that Japan must 
protect herself, ‘The weakness of 
Commodore Suh at Chefoo when the 


two Japanese destroyers came in to 


see if the Reschitjelnij was really 
disarmed, lends probability to the 
Japanese statement that she was not 
dismantled, but was getting ready to 
return to Port Arthur. ‘The story 
by one of the Chinese officers to the 
“Peking and Tientsin Times,” which 
we reprinted, that the Reschitjelnij 
could not have been blown up, be- 
cause he personally saw all her ex- 
plosives removed, is obviously inac- 
curate, for it is certain that. her 
magazine forward was exploded after - 
the Japanese officer went on board, 
‘The Reuter's telegram that we 
publish this morning says that the 
Japnnese Minister at ‘Washington, 
Mr. Takahira, has handed tle Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Hay, a note to the 
Powers, stating that unless the Rus- 
sian warships at Shanghai are forth- 
with disarmed, Japau will be forced 
to take whatever steps she may deem 
necessary to protect her interests. 
In this connection we may again 
quote what Dr. Lawrence writes in 
reference to China’s procrastination 
in the matter of the Mandjour: 
«Japan might have given notice to 
China that she would no longer 
respect the territorial waters of a 
State which seemed powerless to 
defend its neutrality, or she might 
have claimed reparation for the 
indulgence shown to her opponent.” 
It is obvious that Japan cannot allow 
the Askold, after being thoroughly 
repaired as she is being, to remain 
here a menace to her commerce, on 
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the chance of being able to obtain 
reparation at some future time from 
China. 








THE “ORCHARDIST 


Bist August. 
‘THE very interesting letter from 
Lincbingchou which wil! be found in 
another column tells x very serious 
story; and it will not be surprising 
if this story is repeated in mavy 
other places, as long as the present 
system of ng money from the 
yeople of China continues. There 
aves been several! roings lately 
that the Boxer snake was only 
scotched and not killed; but it is so 
confidently believed that, whatever 
the spirit of local officia's, the Peking 
Government and the highest pro- 
vincial officials are determined to 
keep the pence between Chinese 
and foreigners, that the signs of 
recrudescence of Boxerism have been 
lightly regarded, perhaps too lightly. 
Our correspondent, who may be im- 
plicitly relied on not to have in any 
way coloured or exaggerated the 
facts, tells us that, the entire American 
mission at Tuningfu, a town in the 
south of Chibli, between Shantung 
and Honan. had been forced to leave 
the town, and had passed through 
Linchingchou with an escort on the 
2ist instant. The ciuse was the 
sudden rise of a new anti-foreign 
sect—Boxers in a new guise— 
calling themselves “Tsai Yuan,” or 
“Orehardists.” They are known, we 
are told, to have been in existence 
last spring, and have becn arming 
and preparing for operations at 
Changtéfa, Northern Honan, a little 
to the west of Tamingfu. Nothing 
was known of their plans until 
the day set for the massacre 
of the foreigners in Tamingfu 
had nctually passed; it seems 
that the “ Orehardists” had planned 
to enter the city while the examina 
tions were being held, but the Liser- 
ary Chancellor failed to put in an 
appearance, and the date was po-t- 
poned. As soon as the plot 
known, the district magistrate was 
informed, but did nothing ; and whew 
the missionaries tried to communi- 
exte with the S. Minister at 
Peking, their message was delayed 
on vations pretexts and finally r 
turned to them. The missionaries 
fortunately succeeded in getting an 
English friend in Honan to telegraph 
for them, and to the astonishment 
of the ‘Tamingfu officials, they re- 
ceivel a long and peremptory 
gram from the Viceroy Yuan’ Shih- 
k‘ai, ordering them ‘o prot-ct the 
mis-ionari-s at ay cost, Tueir slis- 
gust as this frustration of their 
efforts to prevent the news gettin, 
to. Poking .(as./laudly expreseed: 
The General at once ordered in 
several regiments, but it was evi- 
dently unsafe to trnst the lives of 






































women and children to such officials, 
and equally evident that no useful 
missionary work could be done there 
for some time, so the whole Ameri- 
can colony came away. 

‘The difficulties in the way of such 
men as H. E. Yuan Shih-k‘ai, H. E. 
Chou Fu, and other Governors in 
provinces overran by the Boxers in 
1900, must not be under-rated. Not 
the least of these is the ignorance, 
indifference, and rapacity of the 
officials to whom reforms and the 
protection of foreigners have been 
committed. For the misguided pea- 
santry, illiterate and oppressed, there 
is much to be said. When they are 
squeezed they are told that iv is the 





foreigner for whom their last cash is 
being taken, and they (feel they 
are acting as patriots when 
they attack the foreigner. For the 
officials no such excuse can be ad- 
mitted. They are not illiterate but 
are a fine body of scholars, and there 
are books withont number, the read- 
ing of which would make them under- 
stand their country’s wants and how 
those wants cin’ be supplied ; and 
there are edicts without number 
ordering them to protect foreigners 
and the foreign religion, How chilil- 
ish they are in some matters, no: 
withstanding all their scholarship, is 
shown by their attempt to prevent 
the news of the impending insurree- 
tion reaching Peking. ‘That they 
had the power, if they had had the 
will, to. protect. the foreigners is 
shown by the rapidity with which 
troops were gathered at Tamingfu 
when H, E, Yuan prodded them to 
action with his urgent telegram. 
Such dilatoriness and duplicity as 
the officials displayed are actually 
criminal, and it 1s to be hoped that, 
after due enquiry has been niade, they 
will be severely punished. It is not 
through any care of theirs that we 
are not now mourning the massacre 
of over a score of white men, women, 
and children. They should be 
punished, first, for neglecting their 
obvious ‘duty, and secondly, for 
attempting ‘to prevent the news 
reaching their superiors. That the 
telegraphic offices should. have the 
power to refuse obviously improper 
telegrams is quite right; but it isa 
criminal act to refu-e to transmit

Pootung Point and the Cosmopolitan 
Dock will, no doubt, contribute 
within a short time, to give the 
river a regular shape and thereby 
remove several shallows.” At pre- 
sent the only object is to officially 
+ establish new harbour lines, since the 
jold lines, as is universally acknow- 
ledged, are obsolete. A more fav- 
ourable moment -than the present 
time, when all those who have sign- 
ed or are going to sign the petition, 
are prepared to ¢ mmenee work sim~ 
nltaneously and immediately, and at 
their own expense, would scarcely 
offer itself again. 

No valid reason can 
for postponing the decision. Even 
hefore the present time new bund: 
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ing lines have been, piece by piece, 
granted during this interregnum 
of river boards, yielding, it is true, 
rather to the unruly disposition of 
the silt-bearing river than, by timely 
measures, training it into obedience. 

Even before the present time, the 

uestion of altering the mouth of the 

cochow Creek and an enlargement 
of the Public Garden has, without 
hesitation, been approached ; expert 
opinion has been sought and obtain- 
ef, and negotiations have been en. 
tered into, without anybody con- 
sidering this as interfering with the 
Conservancy Board provided by 
Annex 17. Just now nothing more 
nor less is intended than has hitherto 
been done: new bunding lines laid 
down or to be laid down by experts. 
That is the whole matter, 

The question is a large one, but it 
ig 06 the name. time simple one;

The Colonel. A military romauce. By 
Captain Olivieri Sangiacomo, Translated 
from th Italian by E. Spender. ‘The 
Phenix Library, No. 1, London; David 
Nutt, 57-59 Long Acre. 

“The Colonel” is one of those grim 
studies in degeneration which any 
ordinarily healthy person may well 
hesitate to embark upon in the hot 
soason, but which, once commenced, 
grips the reader iu ‘spite of himself by 
Toason of the dramatic intensity of the 
narrative. Its céntral :notive is not new 
—something similar fo:.ned the crisis of 
Mrs. Inchbald’s forgotten novel “Nature 
and Art,” and it has done service to half 
a dozen romancists since then, down to 
the time of Ibson and Mr. Bernard Shaw. 
It is in fact but a variation of one of the 
half-dozen elemental plots which deal 
with bottom things in human nature—in 
this instance the conflict being between 
parental anguish, made more poignant 
by remorse touched by self-pity rather 
than by love, and strict military duty. 
‘Thero is a sonse also of an unrelenting fate 
working out its just penalties behind, for 
otherwise tho coincidences essential to 
the story would verge on the melo- 
dramatic. 

As a study of military lifo—the 














conscript’s life more —particularly— 
the story, coming from a man so 
intimate with army matters as its 





author, is deeply instructive. Perhaps 
the plainest deduction to be drawn from 
it is that it is impossible to speak in 
general terms of the effect of compulsory 
military service on a poople—to describe 
the period of barrack life as inculeative 
of all tho virtues or asa breeding time for 
all the vicos. The restraints, the petty 
tyrannies, the mechanical round, the 
possibilities of co-operative work—for an 
army is the largest co-operative society 
on earth—will strike differently grained 
natures in different ways. In- the 
case of Pippo Garulli the result was dis- 


doubt whether it could have been any- 
thing else. And yet probably there would 
be plenty of well-meaning people who, 
having to dispose of Pippo for his good, 
would say, “The Army's just the place 
for him.” It will be judged from these 
remarks that the author has written for 
some wider purpose than mere story- 
telling. 

‘His death, as this translation was pass- 
ing through the Press, has caused wide- 
spread regret in continental countries 
where his works are better known than 
they have hitherto been in England. 

The “ Phoenix Library” is apparently a 
new secries of colonial editions, with Mr. 
avid Nutt as sponsor. It makes an 
interesting start. 

Tussock Land.—By Arthur H. Adam 
Unwin's Colonial Library. London: T. 
Fisher Unwin. 

Tussock Land is New Zealand, and the 
impression thoreader of Mr. Adams’ story 
finds uppermost in his mind is that the 
scenery of the colony is very largely made 
up of tussocks, so frequently does the 
word obtrude itself whenever the author 
lapses into the descriptive mood, which is 
fairly ofter. Such an impression hardly. 
does justice to the lovely scenery of the 
islands, and in the same way the narrative 
falls short of justice to people who might 
perhaps have been interesting had their 
affairs; mainly love affairs, been more 
skilfully handled. Aroha Grey, the heroine, 
has some of the blood of the grand old 
Maori chieftains in her veins, and is the

Manchuria has been prominently before 
the eyes of the world ever since the dark 
days of the Boxer war, and its importance, 
politically and commercially, has brought 
out several volumes which have devoted « 
portion of their space t» this northern land. 
‘The present struggle within its boundaries 
between two great world Powers has in- 
vested it with an interest which for the 
present places it at the top of the list 
among the countries which we wish to 
know about. 

Manchuria has surprisingly few valumes 
wholly devoted to it. Excluding Chinese 
works, the Jesuit missionary, P. Amiot, 
issued in 1770 the trst book. Tt was 
entitled ‘“Eloge de Ia Ville de Moukden 
et de ses Environs.” It gives a transl: 
of that remarkable poetical effusion 
written by the Emperor Kienlung in praise 
of Mukden, but contains notes so copious 
and comprehensive that it might justlyhave 
been entitled “A general description of 
Féngtien provines.” More than a century

appearance, It was “The Long White 





Mountain,” by H. E.M. James, and this 
was followed a few yoars later by Consul. 
General Alexander Hosie’s “ Manchuria 
Its People, Resources, and Recent His: 
tory.” There have been five small volumes 
issued by members of the Manchu-ian 
Mission body, but these works have dealt 
with mission work. Japan has, nt present 
writing, no publication wholly devoted to 
the subject, and even Rossia has only one 
work worthy of designation as a book. 
There are, however, in all the principal 
Iunguages, especially Russian, Enylish and 
Japanese, many volumes which contain 
more or less reference to Manchuria, in 
addition to innumerable pamphlets,’ re- 
ports of scientific societies, and magazine 
articles about this little known land. 

Thus, Mr. Weale enters a rich field only 
little exploited, and in these days when 
superficial observers, with an affectation 
of knowledge, glut the market with volumes 
which are ‘worse than useless, it is 
refreshing to have placed before us in 
“Manchu and Muscovite,” a work which 
exhibits signs of careful and intelligent 
study of the general Eastern situation com- 
bined with extensive personal observation 
on the spot. 

We have now three excellent works on 
Manchuria: James’ “Great White Moun 
tain”, a most readable volume containing 
much interesting informstion on the his: 
tory, the customs of the people, and the 
writer's personal experiences while on an 
extended tour through the country; 
Hosie’s ‘* Manchuria,” an invalusble book 
of reference dealing’ with the geography 
and more especially the resources of the 
country, as well as the customs of the 

ple ; and now the volume under review 
which is in reality devoted almost entirely 
to recent history. 

The author, a gentleman well-known in 
Shanghai (B.'L. Putnam Weale is a pen- 
name), visited Manchuria last autumn and 
travelled along the main line of the Man- 
churian railway with side trips by road or 
river to Kirin, Ninguta, Petuna (Bodune), 
and Tsitsihar.’ ‘The results of his observa- 
tions were publishe’ in the columns of our 
contemporary, the ‘Shanghai Times,” be- 
tween October, 1908, and March of this 
year. They were well written, and de- 
served a latger circle of readers, 

“Manchu and Muscovite” is scarcely a 
book of reference on things Manchurian, 
and doubtless the author intended that it 
should not be. Hosie presents details 
and invites the reader to form his own 
conclusions, and Weale has digested the 
details and ‘presents the conclusions. The 
latter method produces a work genorally 
more readable, the public are safe-guarded 
against the forming of incorrect opinions, 
and the author is released from the 
drudgery of ‘years, of tedious research 
which is necessary if the volume be en- 
eyclopedic. 

‘The book is so excellent, it covers so 
thoroughly the ground designated by 
the title, that we wish such few adverse 
criticisms as appear below tc be considered 
as suggestions for alterations ina second 
edition rather than as remarks in dis- 
paragement of the present work, 3 

Our author commences his volume with 
an interesting historical sketch entitled 
“Prologue to the Cri-is.” It covers 65 

es, and commencing with a period 
two thousand years before Christ, carries 
us along rapidly through Manchu history 
to the later days of the frontier disputes 
with Russia, and closes with a brief re- 
ference to the so-called “Cassini Secret 
Convention,” which in the form that it was 
announced, he does not believe ever 
existed. The first four chapters are 
devoted to the author’s trip by steamer 
aod his impressions of Dalay and Port 
Arthur.. Chapter V is devoted t “ Busi- 
ness ina New World Way,” and is the 
first of the several essays that follow in 
support of the author’s thesis, which, 
briefly, is to show that Muscovite 
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ch na it is, has failed signally 
in its competition with Chinese agricultural 
and commercial life, and that the Russian 
occupation of Manchuria has in every 
respect been a rank failure. 

fh the exception of the flour mills and 
a fow small vodke distilleries, the great 
Russian invasion gave life to no new in- 
dustry, no new development of the co 
try’s dormant-resources, and the thousands 
of new arrivals who sought fortune along 
the railway, were wholly dependent 
directly or indirectly upon the bounty of 
the Czar, In dealing with this feature our 
author writes: ‘The four great sources of 
business existing, independently from the 
old Chinese trade, are ‘the railway, the 
navy and naval works, the army and the 
army commissariat, and what might be 
called the general provisioning. ‘The rail- 
way means sleepers, iron, atecl, iron roof- 
ing, locomotives, .tools, timber, and a 
thousand other things which could be ob- 
tained locally if the Rus-ian had the Eng- 
lishman’s resourcefulness in a new coun- 
try. The navy and the naval works com- 
prise such things sa dock-making, machine 
shops, muchine sheds, machine tools, steam 
Taunches, dredgers, \ pontoons, vtc., ete. 
‘The army needs absolutely everything, for 
it comes out practically unequipped for the 
new conditions of the service. As for the 
‘eneral provisioning, there are fortunes to 
fe made s0 long #8 you can supply the 
right brand of champagne (extra sweet) and 
do not put too much sawdust in the flour. 
Mr, Weale , directs attention to the 
methods of doing business. “The first

MPrail of the Serpent,” is an instruc- 
tive chapter on the organisation of 
the Russu-Chinese Bauk. ters on 
Harbin follow and our attention is called 
to the absence of the genuine Siberian 
emigrant, ‘The inhabitants of this much 
boomed city were all store-keepers, work- 
men or mechanics, And so it was all over 
Manchuria, ‘There were the Russians 
emproyed by the Government and paid 
Guth the mill‘ons of roubles continually 
coming in from Russin, and there were 
the ltussians and others who lived by sup- 
plying the wants of the frst class. ‘There 
Yas no development of local resouces in 
order that a population of Russians might 
oxist independent of their mother laud. 
Ya the chapter, “ Mining and Lumbsring in 
Manchuria,” which follows, we obs rve, ust 
an altogether uncommon failing of our 
author, the selection of a chapter title no: 
Always quite descr ptive of the material 
which it heads, Very few details xre 
wiven regarding the several mining fie'ds, 
the exent of the development, and the 
methods of mining adopted by the Coreans, 
Ghinese ad Russians in turn, ‘Lhe lumber 








industry, a subject of much importance 
and interest, though featured in the 
chapter head line, is disposed of in just 
nine lines over one page, and this wee 
space is almost wholly devoted to the 
political aspects of the enterprise. We 
are given one chapter devoted to the 
Sikhs who were employed as watch- 
men at shops, stores and w-rehouses 
much as we find them” in Shanghai. 
Our suthor hints of a danger to 
Great Britain in the contentment which 
th’s “Hindoo watch dog” found in his 
association with the lower class Muscovite. 
‘To-day, in Manchuria, the unarmed 
Sikhand the peaceful Siberian have mixed, 
fraternised, and to their surprise found 
each other sympathetic in theic cups. 
Letters have gone forth ; news has travelled 
fast snd far ; mon have jabbered endlessly. 
‘Who knows how far the poison has already 
gone? Who knows what the results will 
be? Each day pushes the Indian and 
Russian frontiers nearer in the Middle 
East ; in the Farther East the frontiers 
of sentiment have been almost broken 
down.” Is not this a far-fetched ? 

‘The Journey to Tsitsihar and a brief 
description of the city follows, and we are 
then intreduced tothe ‘*'ravelling Rouble” 
and told of its “defeat.” With the com- 
mencement of work on the Manchurian 
railway payment for Iabour was made in 
silver—Iater, rouble notes were used as 
well, but these were not forced upon the 
people against their will. This wise pro- 
cedure gave the paper notes a good name, 
and finding them interchangeable with 
silver the native banks gave them a warm 
welcome and pees to manipulate 
them, so that large profits ow ex-hange 
might accrue. In 1901, the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, so we ate told, entored 
the arena as a “voing conceri” and 
declared that henceforth the currency of 
the rallway in all transictions shoul! be 
in rouble notes. ‘Che Chinese bankers 
resented the attempt on the part of the 
Russians to dictate as to the fori of money 
to be used, and united in a pln to 
credit the rouble, and so successful were 
they, our author declares, tht prior to the 
war nearly seventy million roubles in 

per were exjorted to Shanghai from 
Babrchurie by Chinese meronants and 
chauged into silver dollars, and more 
than that amount went to Tientsin and 
Chefoo. ‘The Russian expenditure in 
Manchuria is placed at between five and 
six hundred millio: roubles, and imost of 
this has gone into Chinese pockets. The 
chapter is closed with the assertion that 
Russia may pin down Manchuria with her 
bayonets, but the Chinaman has his 
‘hands in the peckets of the Ruski 
soldiery and civilianry, and will starve 
them all to death when he likes.”

Residents in Manchuria know 
that there is no truth in the oft-repeated 
declarations of, official Russians that the 
world is indebted to them for suppressin, 
brigandage and rendering residence an 
travel safe in the land. Tho Russisn 
administration of Manchuria was establish- 
ed along such lines that while apparently 
not interfering with the Chinese authori- 
ties, it, in fact, controlled every act likely 
to conflict with Russian interest. The 
soldiers which the Chinese high officials 
were permitted to maintain wore so few 
in number that they scarcely sutliced 
for a body guard, and it became necessary, 
as the Russians intended that it should, 
tocall upon the officers of the Czar for 
help when any great disturbance threaten- 
ed. The not over-energetic foreigner 
rately answered the call, never, unl 
and it was not infrequently the case, 
Russian life or property was endangered. 
‘The result was that brigandage flourished 
as of old, and in many districts it was 
necessary’ for the Chinese merchauts to 
band together and furnish the protection 
which before: had, to some degree, been 
supplied by the Chinese uthorities,

20th Angust. 
Disapproyal of the Empress 
Dowager. 

Itis reported to mo that the native 
papers here—I huve not had time to read 
them—have beon girding at the extrava- 
gance of the Empress Dowager, and, 
as many of the shopkeepers read the 
native Press now, they, of course, have 
been following in tho same strain. | They 
have two counts against her Majesty. 
Why they ask, in the prosont stato of the 
national exchequer, has the Empress sout 
to the St. Louis exhibition au expen 
picture of horsolf, which has cost so much 
money? It is stated in the papers that 
this painting has cost a large sum. In 
addition to the picture itself, the frame 
is made of ebony and sandal wood, and 
this is inlaid with mother-of-pear} and 
The quostion—What permanent 
gain can follow all this expenditure ?—is 
discussed. Moreover it is broadly in- 
sinuated, and even affirmed, that her 
reputation both with foreigners and 
with her own people is none of the 
best, and no one wants to seo her 
picture there. Ifjthis money was used 
to forward some specimens of the 
industries of China then some permanent 
good might come to the people. Moro- 
over there are reports published that 
there aro exteusive repairs being pushed 
forward in Poking iu respect to th 
rebuilding and beautifying of tho ew 
palaces, and much money is spent thereon, 
and many Western luxuries, have beon 
purchased, and electric lighting has been 
installed. All this, they say, is right 
evough for Europeans, and would be 

were 
money plentiful, and taxes light, but 
out of harmony with the present im- 
poverished condition of the national 
treasury. China’s teaching on this 
matter is indicated clearly enough in 
their Classics, that is, their sacred books. 




















The Emperor's duty, and even privilege, 














is to share with the people both their 
joys and their sorrows, their poverty and 
their riches. When this is done there 
will be neither geambling nor resent- 
ment. 

Empeachment of a High Official. 
There has been considerable commo- 
tion here lately among the high ofiicials, 
for one of their number, no less a person 
than the ex-Nam Hoi imagistrate, Piu 
King-fuk, has been charged by the 
roy himsolf with eruelty and the p 
sion of justice. Pui King-fuk has proved 
himself a very cruel magistrate, and, in 
China, when a man has been arraignod 
before the authorities for cruelty, wo 
may infer that things have been rather 
bad. Ho is first of all charged with intro- 
ducing the hanging cage and placing 
prisoners therein for crimes that are not 
usually deemed worthy of such extromo 
severity. ‘This hanging cago is con- 
structed just large enough to hold a full 
grown man, though ho has to stand up 
ina cramped attitude. Some of theso 
offenders have had to spend a month or 
more therein, aud, it is said, that as many 
as 130 have ‘succumbed under this treat- 
ment. Then further he has heen charged 
with taking bribes, which means, 1 pro- 
sume, with taking extortionate’ bribes. 
His Excellency issued an order that 
all the recont cases dealt with by tho 
ex-magistrate should be reopened and 
all thoso who were concerned were 
compelled to give evidence. The ma- 
gistrate’s conduct was so bad that the 
Vicoroy ordered his arrest. He was 
placed in custody, though not badly 
treated. But fearing tho worst, I 
presume, he managed to eseape and fled 
to Macao. ‘Thon did the anger of the 
virtuous officials blaze forth. Ho was 
ro-arrested, brought back to Canton, aud 
had to faco the ordeul of a public es- 
amination before the Chief Justice and 
the Provincial Troasurer. ‘Tho result of 
this first hearing was, that ho was loaded 
with chains, and remanded to prison, 
where he now awaits a fuller esamina- 
tion of which the issue must be a 
foregone conclusion. It may be in 
forred that this action on ‘the part 
of tho Viceroy will disturb the 
montal equilibrium of some of the 
Canton ollicials, It will do good. 
Progress in the New Bund. 

The reclamation of tho foreshoro uf tho 
“narrow reach” of the Canton river, 
whereof a substantial bund will be the 
result, appears to have been seriously 
begun. ‘That the Poarl river should have 
abund from East to Wost, as Shanghai 
and Hankow, has been the dream’ of 
certain progressive Chinese during tho 
last twenty years. Unfortunately, when 
the land is reclaimed, and the bund built, 
there will uot be space enough for gar. 
dons as you have in Shanghai—a refresh- 
ing trysting-place on a summer's evening. 
Here land is too valuable and money too 
searce to hope for such a boon. Still, it 
will hea great improvement when there 
is a long straight road from tho Kast of 
Gunton to the steamer wharves, where 
ricshas ean ply, and, perhaps. at'nu very 
distant date, clectrie trams run. H. E, 
Chang Chih-tung more than twenty years 
ago, built a short section, which has beon 
used up to this day as the official landing- 
stage. At that time it was hopod that 
the work would have been completed, 
but the time was not yet. His Excel. 
Ieney’s bund will now be removed, I 
believe, and the whole will be pushed 
further out towards the centre of the 
river. The section near the Canton-Han- 
kow railway ferry wharf is well on its way 
towards completion, and a large pioce of 
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ground—very valuable—has been reclaim- 
ed. It is assumed that, as in the reclama- 
tion of the foreshore of the harbour in 
Hongkong, the money which the land will 
make when sold, will recoup those who 
have tho scheme in hand, even after the 
strip of land for a wide street has beon 
retained. This forecast will probably be 
found to be correct, for all labour here is 
comparatively cheap, and the materials of 
which the reclaimed land will be made, 
will cost nothing. ‘There 
strong probability that we shall have here, 
bofore long, a wide bund where boats can 
discharge cargo, and where ricshas ean run 
and pedestrians walk. 


Increase of Native Doctors. 
Ono of the most remarkable develop- 
ments which may be noticed around 
Canton in recent years, is the number 
and influence of native doctors who 
have been trained in the different 
hospitals. Not only so, indeed, but men 
who have not boon adequately trained, 
but have acquired a little surface know- 
ledge of certain drugs and their specific 
‘uses ean often command good incomes. 
‘Throo medical institutions, in Hongkong, 
Canton, and Fatshau, connected wit 
tho London Mission, the Canton Medical 
Mission, and the’ Wesloyan Mission, 
respectively, lave given considerable 
attention to the trainiug of young men, 
and have turned out some good native 
doctors. The European doctors of the 
Wesloyan Mission have kupt their men 
three yoars, and subjected them to 
sourehing examinations. Of course the 
training is inadequate, compared with 
the long course demanded by the faculty 
in British medical colleges. On the other 
<hand, the knowledge and experience 
which an intelligent youth acquires in 
three consecutive years of study, places 
hit head and shoulders above the doctors 
of his own country, who still tread in the 
old paths, During the last 20 yoars a 
considerable number of students have 
passed through these hospitals, and have 
now settled down in country towns, in 
difforont parts of the province. A few, 
after a course of study here, have tra 
lod in America, in order to pick up some 
additional knowledge, and acquire a wider 
outlook. ‘These doctors are, for the most 
part, intelligent Christian men, and can 
thorefore wield a doublo influence. On 
the other band, Christianity labours un- 
dor a disability, becauso of the popularity 
of the medical career. The several 
Churches cannot secure a full supply of 
intelligent youth for tlie native ministry, 
because the sons of Christian families 
choose the inedical profession, where life 
is easier and tho remuneration larger. 
In time, however, this difficulty will not 
press 80 heavily, for there will be a wider 
field from which to recruit. But at pre- 
sent the ideal predominent in the West, 
obtains here, which appears tobe that the 
Dodies of men must be attended to first 
of all, and then there will be some hope 
of reaching their souls.

A Bolt from the Blue. 

Quite late at night on the Sunday, 31st 
July, H. E. Viceroy Tsén rode into Kuei- 
lin, almost alone, and quite unexpected, 
i.e., he was known to be on the way, but 
he outdistanced all others, and so brought 
the news of his arriyal himself. There 
ras tremendous consternation in the mul- 
titudinous yamén dovecotes. if it is per- 
missable to apply such aterm tv a yamén. 
Many of the officials wore taken ill, 
especially the retiring Governor, H. E. 
Ko. There are many stories going round 
as to what took place whon an interview 
did finally take place betwoon No. 1 and 
No.2, but the reader can supply as good 
from his own imagination. 

‘Mter HE. bad arrived his troops be- 
gan to come in, presumably better trainod 
men than their predecessors. And’ it 
needs better men, for Kuangsi is 
proverbially hard on’ soldiers, especially 
Tr they do uot get paid. A stringont pro- 
clamation has been issued commanding 
them to pay for all they buy. All the 
people hope it will be enforced. 

‘Tho troops which have come from Can- 
ton with the Viceroy camo up the West 
River to Mengkiang and then overland, 
thus avoiding the delays on the Cassia 
River. How many have arrived in the 
neighbourhood of Kucilin I do not know, 
Dut it is reported that the Viceroy intends 
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to lead them against the rebels in a day 
or so. Many of the soldiers themselves 
say that he ought to wait till he has forty 
regiments, for he will only court defeat. 
Ido not think that he has twenty yet. 
But I suppose that as he is here to “re- 
deom his sins” he feels hemust act quick- 
ly, or worse will be laid to his charge. 
One wishes him success, though if reports 
are true, success will be worse for the 
population than defeat. Wherever rebels 
are found, or any place which has supplied 
a rebel, is to be absolutely destroyed, 
men, womon, and children to be ruthlessly 
slaughtered. Such is the Tai Ping 
(Groat Peace) which is now being aimed 
at.

A Man of Enterprise. 

Our district magistrate is a man of 
entorprise. He has beon persuaded to 
embark upon an undertaking, of which 
he knows nothing except that he fur- 
nishes the silver. For many years the 
ompty granaries within the walled city 
have been utterly useless, but now they 
are to be turned into cotton factories, 
and machinery from Japan has alroady 
arrived for turning the raw cotton into 
cloth. This region is noted for the 
cotton grown over a wide extont of 
territory ; and as unskilled labour is to 
bo had almost as cheap as in any part 
of the empire, the hope is that when 
such Iabour hecomes skilled, it may not 
bbe too expensive to compete with that in 
foreign lands. Two difficulties present 
themselves: Ist., the cotton grown hero 
has a very short staple ; 2nd., coal is 
extremely dear. This last will doubtless 
be bettered when the mines operated by 
the English syndicate in Northern Ho- 
nan, pour out sufficient coal to ship to 
Tientsin. But in the meantime the 
motive powor must be expensive. 

A Chinese Vendetta, 

A-murder occurred here last week 
under peculiar circumstances. A young 
man of 23 saw another man, a distant 
connection, sitting in a restaurant drink- 
ing:samshn, The young man rushed 
upon the elder from behind and with a 
heavy iron washer used in oil mills, dealt 
blow after blow on his viction until his 
head was reduced toa pulp. Then he 
ceased to strike and gave himself up to 
the officers of the law, who arrested him, 
The reason for the murder was simply 
this, that the murdered man had, eigh- 
teen years before, killed the young man’s 
father. At ‘that time being a child he 
knew nothing’ of the affair. But years 
after he was told by his mother’ and 
others, and sinco then for more than a 
decade has lived only for this ono day of 
vengeance. It was Confucius who said 
that a son could not live under the same 
heaven with the murderer of his tather. 
It is reported that the son has complete 
evidence the man he killed was. his| 
father's murderer. It is, therefore, con- 
fidently expected he will be released. 
But as the man he killed has a son, 
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whose duty it isto put this young man 
out of the way, and presumably the 
young man himselfjis a father, the ques- 
tion naturally arises when this series of 
murders is to have an end? Such is 
one of the fruits to Confucian ethics. 


Bri: andage. 

A rumour,—we hardly dare call it 
more—comes from Shuntefu to the 
effect that a Roman Catholic establish- 
ment in that prefecture was at- 
tacked on or about the 4th of last 
month, by highwaymen who killed a man, 
wounded a foreign priest, and carried off 
twenty magazine rifles. It is to be noted 
in the attacks by brigands, how many of 
these are directed against places where 
there is a store of foreign weapons. It 
being impossible to import these into 
the country, and the possession of such 
being regarded as a crime, it will be 
readily seen that the capture of such 
weapons becomes a matter of difficulty 
and of importance to highwaymen. What 
the musket once was as compared to bow 
and arrows, the foreign magazine rifle 
or revolver is to the native horse pistol 
or gaspipe shot gun. It arms its poss 
sor with invincibility. At least the man 
at whom it is pointed thinks so.

Missionaries in Flight.

By ihe sid of a friend in Honan word was 
got through to Peking and shortly after- 
ward a hizh official called.‘ Look here,” 
said he, holding out a buueh of telegraph 
slips, ‘‘here is a four-page telegram from 
Yuan Shih-k‘ai telling us to protect you 
at any cost and how to do it. But how 
did he ever fird it out is what puzzles us.” 
He was informed that an Eoglish friend 
had helped out the American missionaries. 
“Oh,” was the reply, “so the English do 
your business for you, do they?” He was 
most thoroughly disgusted, for, as was 
confessed, the officials supposed no word 
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could be got through to Peking until they 
had been able to do something in a leisure- 
ly way which would piss as “protecting.” 
The Soldiers Appear. 

But the danger was too great to think 
of trusting women and children to the 
protection of such officials. The local 
general ordered in several regiments (the 
force in Tamingfu was wholly inadequate 
to meet the large force of “ Orchardis!s”), 
but it was manifest that for the next two 
or three months the missionaries could do 
uothing, and as said above, they have all 
come away. 

The “Tsai Yuan” and its 
Anti-Foreign Design. 

Have we not all heard about the 
wonderful Peach Orchard, which like 

i in a Japanese 'kikemono is 
and everywhere present? Well, 
according to a scholarly Uhinese friend 
who has talked with members of the ‘Tsai 
Yuan,” itis in memory and imitation of 
the three worthies who joine1 together to 
save China in those ancient days, that 
this new society is formed to rescue 
their cointry ‘from the unprincipled 
railroads, telegraphs, foreign schools, 
foreign religions, and increasing taxes—- 
these are what the peasantry ser. And ho 
also sees the prices of provisions rising 
(ment particularly) while many industries 
on which the mechanics or women have 
depended, have been ruined by cheap 
goods ‘* Mndo in Foreigndom.”

Having placed 
his vessel under Chinese control, it was 
his duty to keep entirely in the back- 
rolnd—he had no further respont 

in the matter, or for the care of his vessel. 
On the contrary, his action on the occasion 
raises a very strong suspicion that his 
boilers were in order, and that nothing 
essential had been done towards dismant- 
ling the vessel. Such are some of the 
‘suggestions we hear as palliative of the 
Tapanese action in the case. And now

‘The first city in Asia prid 
among other things upon 
mode: 
October as any city in the plains can lay 
claim to. Not for her at this season is 
the hurry and destruction of the cyclone, 
or the confusion and discomfort of torren- 
ns. But how are the mighty fallen ! 
‘The heavy rainclouds borne up from the 
Bay on tho monsoon wind, paused on 
their hasty flight to Chota Nagpore, and 
poured upon the unready city an unwel- 
come deluge of rain which simply de- 
moralised tho whole place, about the Gth 
and 7th of this month. ‘The greater part of 
the'town was under water, sometimes to a 
depth of several foot, thoroughfares wore 
running streams, houses and huts were 
swamped, furniture was floating round 
in a giddy-irresponsible way, the electric 
tram service was stopped, 
darkness fell most of the streets were 
unlighted owing to the gas mains ‘having 
failed. Under these circumstances 
Calcutta should surely no longer ley 
claim to the high-sounding title men- 
tioned above, but remember with tears 
the humble swamp from which she sprang 
and to which she sooms reverting. Her 
very namo recalls this, for it is a corrup- 
tion of “Kad-cutts, ” i. ©, “ Jungle-cnt- 
tor,” referring to the billhook used to 
clear the ‘swampy jungle chosen 
by.Job Charnock in 1700 as the site of 
the Company's factory, 

Simla, 

“Tt ia an ill wind that blows nobody 
any good,” and the said rain which 
roached Simla a little later was eagerly 
welcomed, as there the inhabitants were 
nearly smothered in dust. Cricket and 
Gymkhanas must retire in favour of such 
joys as football, dances, and theatricals,

thither, but on Mars rushing up and 
whispering excitedly in the great on 
‘ears, presumably pointing out that since 
Lord Ampthill’s arrival all that is changod, 
the destination is abruptly changed to 
Calcutta. 

A pleasant novelty was introduced at 
“ Kelston” in the shape of a newspaper 
dan All Simla was there and the 
guessing of the moaning of the badges 
created a great deal of amusemont. There 
are loud complaints this yearthat the place 
has become unbearably crowded, and the 
individual with limited means finds himself 
crushed out, or relegated to the outskirts 
which are lonely, and difficult of access. 
It is on the cards that a Building Society 
will soon spring into being, to erect nenr 
the cart rad, or in other suitable and 
central situations, 20 or 25 cottages of 
Swiss type to accommodate one family 
each. Arrangements are to be made 
enabling the occupant to acquire the 
cottage in which he lives on the hire 
purchase system. Tho project contem- 
plates importing the framework of the 
buildings from America; they are to be 
light, strong and inexpensive, each with 
its plot of land not to cost’ more than 
Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 5,000. 

Boer Irreconcileables. 

The two Boer prisoners of war at 
Hambantota are the only two irrecon- 
cileables in Ceylon now. According to 
the “Ceylon Observer” they say that 
they are determined to remain so to the 
end, and they will never now tako the 
th of allegiance, preferring rather to 
die here than return to the Fatherland. 
They bitterly complain of the climato and 
describe their condition as most misor. 
able; it is not likely to improve just 
now, as we learn that the fund sent to 
them from Holland to supply them with 
any luxuries they might desire day by 
day, has come to an end ; the last instal- 
ment was paid them this month. 


A Rival P. & 0. Company. 
Competition for the patronage of 
people travelling from the East to Europe 
is yearly becoming keener. The Bibby and 
City lines have placed first-class passenger 
steamers at the disposal of the travelling 
public, while the P. & 0. aud North- 
‘erman Lloyd are offering free tickets 
from Madras to Colombo by train 
and steamer, to accommodate passengers 
from India’ to Europe.

A Strange Resurrection, 

In ono of his thrilling tales of 
Indian life, Rudyard, Kipling brings 
to light a strange legend of tho. torrible 
fate reserved by the Hindus for those 
members of their community, for whom 
the last dread rites of their religion have 
been performed before the individual in 
question was really dead. In a tale in 
“ Life’s Handicap” the unfortunate vic- 
tims of their relatives’ zeal in placing 
them before their time upon the funeral 
pyre, are pictured as dragging out a miser- 
able existence at the foot of a precipice

overtaken by fits to which ho was subject. 
Being overtaken by one of these fits tho 
villagers thought he was dead, and after 
obtaining the permission of the authori- 
ties, carried the body to the burning 
ground and sot fire to the pyre. Not long 
after they returned to the village, tho 
man’s consciousness returned ; quickeiil 
by tho flames, he managed to escape and 
took refuge in a rural village hospital, 
where his burns were treated. At hisnative 
village his relations too performed the 
funeral ceremonies for him, and on his 
return at fitst refused to recognise him, 
and now hesitate to admit him into the 
family as he has become outcaste and 
polluted beyond repair, according to 
Hindu law, by his association with the 
dead. Tho matter has now been report- 
ed to the French tribunal at Karikol.

give way. Apparently she has not given

the Government of te ‘Czar makes full 
rep.ration for the indignity and loss which 
were unjustifivbly inflicted on a British 
yesrel we shall ignore her breach of good 
manners. Naturally Englishmen were 
Yndignant. at the idea of a British 
steamer being taken through the Suez 
Canal as a prize of war under the Ru-- 
sian flag; but, if there had been 
reasonable ground for the belief that she 
was carrying contraband of war to Japan, 
and if the seizure had been made by a 
regular Russian war-vessel, we should have 
no tight to complain, though we should 
have expected as a matter of courtesy that 
she would be set free the moment that the 

British Government gave a guarantee that 
the muniments of war on board were 
intended for Hongkong and not for Japan. 
Two Questions Involved. 

‘There are of course {wo entirely different 
questions involved in the capture. One is 
as to the right of searching neutral vess 
and the other is ax to the status of the 
so-called Volunteer Flest, With regard to 
the right of search we canpot say much, 
for we have always been the strongest 
supporters of this right, and we atill regard 
it as ot greater value to us, as the leading 
maritime Power, than to any other nation. 
Te was for this reacon that, we declined to 
join with Germany in making ropresent]- 
tions on the subject to Russia. At the 
same time we have always admitted the 
right of a vessel aenrchod without cause to 
be compensated for loss arising from delay 
or other cauise due to the search, What 
concerns us much more at present, how- 

ver, ix the question of the status. of the 
olunteer Feet. If these vassels are men- 
of-war, they bad no right to leave the 
Buck Sea; if they are merchantmen, such 
an act as the seizure of the Malacca is an 
act of piracy. ‘There seems no way out of 
the dilemma; to say that these vessels were 
merchantinen when they passed through 
the Datdanelles under the merchant flaz, 
fnd beeamo men-of-war afterwards is too 
transparent a subterfuge to pass muster. 
Tt is reported that Russia proposes that the 
ostion shall be referred to the Hague 
‘bunal. We, I believe, would have no 
objection to that so lovg’as the vessels. of 
the Volunteer Fl-et suspend all warlike 
operation until the point is decided.

J.R.M. Smith, and a large number of 
areholders. ‘Wo take the following 
report from the “Hongkong Daily 
Press 

Tho Secretary read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting, and the Chairman read 
the report for 1904. 

The Chairman then said—Gentlemen,— 
From the report that I have just read 
and which has been in your hands for 
some time you will see that your directors 
have the ‘ploasure. to record another 
satisfactory half year’s working. Besides 
providiug for the usual dividend of 30/- 
per share, we are able to recommend 
adding 5 lacs to Silver Reserve Fund, 
and writing 2 laes off Bank Promises 
account; this leaves $1,492,554.31 to he 
carried ‘forward to next half-year, or 
about $75,000 in excess of the amount 
carried forward last time. Looking at 
the balance sheet there is nothing which 
calls for special comment apart from the 
ordinary fluctuations to be expected in 
dealing with such large totals, but as 
customary I will briefly compare some 
Jof the items with the figures in last 
treport. Current accounts and F. De- 
posits in Gold show a slight falling 
off, while in Silver accounts there 
is a small increase. Bills Payable aro 
down (in round figures) $5,000,000. “As 
usual our note circulation is lower 
than in the December half-year, but it

I am glad to say 
that our Branches all round have been able 
to show profitable results for the period 
under review. In China, where wo are 
more immediately interested, wo are 
passing through a time of depression in 
trade generally. There has been a fall- 
ing off in imports owing to the war, 
especially as regards staples ; this applies 
more particularly to the northern 
|markets, but according to recent advices 
a considerable business has been douo 
there in cotton goods for spring delivery, 
which points to returning confidence on 
the part of tho native dealors. Tho 
silk crop both in the north and south 
has been a comparatively small one, and 
the quality in some districts has not beon 
quite up to the mark. This is doubtless 
due in largo measure to unfavourable wea- 
ther, but itis to be hoped that the Chineso 
will become more and more alive to the 
importance not only of maintaining but 
also of taking steps to improve tho 
quality and increase the export of this 
valuable product, which is such a powor- 
ful factor in the foreign trade and 
finances of their country. As you aro 
aware we took part in bringing out a 
new Japanese Government Loan for 
£10,000,000 last May. ‘The Loan was 
issued in London and New York 
simultanously and proved a groat success. 
Tiay also hero remark, though it doos 
not come into the accounts now before 
you, that on behalf of tho British and 
Chinese Corporation, we brought out last 
month a first issue of £2,250,000 part of a 
Loan for £3,250,000 by the Imperial Chi- 
nese Railways—Shanghai-Nanking Lino 
—bearing interest at 5 percent per annum 
and carrying 20 per cont surplus profits 
sharing cortificates. ‘Tho Loan was fully 
underwritten, and though the public were 
rather lukewarm in their support I am 
sure goneral satisfaction will be felt at 
this long-talked-of undertaking being at 
last fairly launched (applause). I trust 
it will be followed up by other similar 
enterprisos and lead to. their receiviny 
wider and more general support both 
at home and in China, Lot us hope 
the next will be the Canton-Kowloon 
Line (applause). Again it is unfortunately 
necessary for me to refer to politics; 
whon wo last mot, just after the outbroak 
of tho presout war, I assured you that the 
management was fully alive to the gravity 
of the situation. Sinco then the outlook 
can hardly bo said to have greatly im. 
proved, indeed more than once it has as. 
sumed’ an aspect threatening further 
serious complications. This has natural- 
ly given causo for some ansiety, not that 
the Bank rans any special risk, but the 
fact must be obvious that whatever is 
calculated adversely to affect general 
raclo must also in the long r

‘The Chairman said—Gentlemen,—As 
the report and statement of accounts have 
poon in your hands for some time, I will, 
with your permission, following our usual 
custom, take them as read. The net pro- 
fit for the half-year ended 30th June, 
1904, amounted to $589,446.98, to which 
just’ be added: the-suin of $425,340.09 
brought forward from last account, and, 
after deducting directors’ and auditors’ 
fees, there remains for’ appropriation 
{$004,087.67 as compared with $817,940.04 
for the previous half-year. The increase, 
however, in earnings is more apparent 
than real, for I must not forget to men- 
tion that it includes the profit on the sale 
of the stoam-tug Fame, some thirty thou- 
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sand dollars on the book value. But though 
the actual earnings have been somewhat 
less, they have, I consider, been very 
satisfactory considering the cirumstances. 
T allude to the falling-off in the tonnage 
docked owing to the Russo-Japanese war. 
There was a slight increase in the first 
three mont=s compared with the same 
period in 1903, but in the latter three 
months of the half-year there was a 
decline of some 30,000 tons, a decline we 
must expect to continue more or less, I 
fear, so long as the war lasts. Out of 
the sum available for appropriation the 
Board propose, with your concurrence, to 
pay a dividend of 12 per cont and a 
bonus of 4 per cent on capital, ab- 
sorbing altogether $400,000; to write 
$35,937.85 from the value of the Kow- 
Joon Docks, $1,890.09 “from that of the 
Cosmopolitan Docks, and $10,738 from 
floating plant, and to carry forward the 
balance of $505,471.73 to new account. 
‘Phe directors trust these proposals will 
meet with the approval of the share- 
holders. Turning to capital account, it

I may explain, is accounted for by 
the bulk of tho material for the new 
Yangtsze river steamer and the survey- 
ing vossel for the Philippine Government 
in course of construction being includec 
in the stock. The contract made with 
the Admiralty in Decomber last for a 
thorough refit of H. M. 8. Glory was suc- 
cessfully completed within the contract 
time, to the satisfaction of the Naval 
authorities. Tho reconstruction of the old 
machine shop and its adaptation for a 
contral power station is now complete, 
‘and the engines there installed drive all 
the machines and c in tho engine 
works, while the No. 1 Dock is lighted 
from the same source, jand this electric 
light is now being used at night to 
facilitate the ‘repairs to H. M.S. Levia- 
than. Further considerable extensions: 
of power and lighting are proceoding. 
‘This installation has beon Eiocossfully 
effected without any stoppage of busi- 
ness, and it is confidently expected 
that as the cloctrie drive is further 
extended economies in coal and water: 
and wear and tear will become more 
‘and more apparent. With regard to 
shipbuilding, the provision of im- 
provements in the handling and tran- 
sport of materials is under consideration, 
‘and in the near future the erection of a 
permanent shod or sheds in liou of the 
flammable and short-lived matsheds 
therto in use will no doubt follow. As 
already mentioned, tho steam-tug Fame 
has been disposed of at a price showing 
1a good profit. It has since been decided 
to replace her by a smaller vessel with 
modern machinery to work with the 
Robert Cooke, as an increasing number 
of vossels require to be towed by two 
tugs, apart from which fact she can 
always be usefully employed. The 
dredger Canton River continues to find 
employment from time to time, as the 
accounts will show. A block of old 
houses abreast: of the power house and 
boiler shop which had long been desired 
for extensions has recently been pur- 
chased, and their removal will secure an 
area of some 30,000 fect of land for such 
extensions of the ‘works as may from 
time to time be considered desirable. I 
am glad to say that the prospects for 
the present hslf-year are, under the 
circumstances (the interruption to trade 
caused by the war), as satisfactory as can

THE SHANGHAI INCIDE!

i Nonra-Canxa Datty News.” 

; Sim—The declaration of Japan, with 
reference to Russian warships i 
‘the consequences of a naval engagement 
by entering the ports of China makes the 
position of that Empire very clear on the 
subject. Before the publication of the 
declaration the subject was discussed as 
if the armies of Russia and Japan were 
not onthe soil of China and their warships 
were outside of Chines) waters. The 
public has boon very cleverly reminded 
that China does not occupy the place of 
a neutral in strict international law. The 
time for China to have asserted the 
rights of a neutral was when Russia was 
about to concentrate her soldiers in 
Mancburia-and Japan was preparing to 
send her soldiers there to attack them. 
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But that opportunity was lost and it is 
rather late for China to plead neutrality 
when the belligerents have been fighting 
on her soil for several months.. Recog- 
nising that China was unprepared to 
protect the neutrality of -her torritory 
foreign Powers intervened with their good 
offices and obtained the promise of Japan 
and Russia to narrow the zone of war-as 
much as possible. But such « promise 
cannot prevent Japan entering « port or 
city of China when her enemy oscapes to 
either to avoid capture. The belligerent 
that 0 escapes enlarges the zone of war, 
and Japan has as much right to. follow 
her defeated enemy in the port of Shang- 
hai as to follow him in ithe. city of Muk- 
den. The port and city are both within 
the limits of China’s territory and the 
war is being carried on within those 
limits, It is understood that when this 
subject was before the Consular Body 
that the Consuls of several of the princi- 
pal Western nations received positive 














instructions not to interfere between 
Russia and Japan or China, Those 
tions admitted the legality of Japan's 
Sontention as declared by her, and again 
extended only their good offices in the 
terest of a peaceful settlement. Japan 
has certainly shown great patience, and 
her respect for the conditions prevailing 
at Shangbai is a high tribute to her 
chivalry and humanity. But Japan was 
rightfully prepared to enforce her rights 
had it been necessary. At least the Con-

The Askold and Grosovoi to be 
Disarmed. 

Late on Wednesday night the Shanghai 
Taotai received a telegram from the Wai- 
wupu to the effect that the Russian 
Minister, Mr. Lessar, had received tole- 
graphic instructions from St. Petersburg 
relating to the caso of the Askold and 
Grosovoi. Mr. Lessar, continued tie 
telegram, had been ordered to instruct 
the Russian Consul-General in Shanghai 
to haul down the Russian flag from the 
cruiser Askold and destroyer Grosovoi 
promptly at 7 o'clock on the morning of 
the 25th instant (yesterday), after which 
the Chinese authorities were to be permit- 
ted to proceed with the work of disarming 





the two vessels in question. 








on Monday on the Waiwupu for a further 
extension of time. of four days, to com- 
plete the repairs on the Askold was com. 
municated, to Mr. Uchida, the Japan- 
ese Minister in Peking, that gentleman 
promptly refused to consider it for. a 
single moment, at the same time taking 
the mandarins sevorely to task for the 
vacillation and inability to stand firmly 
on their neutral rights. 
The Sudden Change ” 
of front by the Russians in unexpectedly 
consenting to haul down the. colours of 
the Askold and Grosovoi (the general 
opinion being that the affair would ,drag 
on longer, though it would end, in this 
way eventually) and allow them to be 
disarmed by the Chinese officials here, is 
ssid in mandarin circles to have beon 
mainly due to the action of the British 
authorities in ordering the Dock people to 
stop work on the vessels in compliance 
with the request of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. There does not, however appear 
to be much foundation for this surmise, 
The Grand Secretary and 
Couneillor 
Wang Wén-shao, whose greatest physical 
failing is deafness on account of age—he 
is nearly eighty years’ old—according to 
a, Peking correspondent, handed in a 
memorial on the 20th inst, praying for 
permission to resign on the ground of 
old age, and it is expected that the 
Empress Dowager will grant the prayer, 
His Excellency is a native of Chékiang 
(Hangehow) and he is also Comptroller. 
General of the affairs of the Waiwupu, 

E. Tieh Liang, 

Vice-President of the Board of War, 
Deputy Imperial High Commissioner of 
the Army Reorganisation Department 
and Special High Commissioner to in- 
vestigate the military and naval forcos of 
the central provinces, is expected to 
arrive here from Tientsin the day after 
to-morrow, by the China Merchants’ 
steamer Anping. According to local 
mandarin reports, his Excellency has also 
received the Imporial instructions ,to 
inspect the accounts and monic 
deposited in the vaults of the 
treasurers of the various. provinces he 
may visit, to find out how much there is 
in reserve and available for the use of 
Army Reorganisation. Furthermore, his 
Excellency will also enquire into general 
trade conditions, and mines and railways 
in this part of the country, In conso- 
quence of this there is quite a consider 
able stir amongst the mandarins, and 
monies lent out at interest without pro- 
per authority are being hurriedly recalled 
by the officialsconcerned, in order to have 
everything ready for the searching in- 
spection of the Ch‘ing-ch‘ai, or Imperial 
figh Commissioner. 

The Louza Murder Case. 

A Soochow dispatch reports that H.E. 
Tuan Fang, Governor of this province, 
has instructed the Shanghai Taotai to 
request the British Consul-General to 
assist the Chinese authorities in getting 
the men now being tried before the 
Mixed Court on the charge of complicity 
in the murder of the Indian watchman 
tobe handed over to the Shanghai City 
Magistrate for trial, after the settlement 
of the first-named case. 

A New “Geography of China.”

course of studies , for .missionaries ” 
high tribute indeed to the painstaking 
Author of the work. It is printed by 
the American Presbyterian Mission P: 
here, and the two volumes cost,only sixty 
cents each, or a dollar and twenty cents 
for the two. 
New Text Books. 

We have also received from the 
publishers, the Commercial Pross, the 
second volume of the Chinese. Primer, 
which belongs: to the Commercial Press's 
New Primary School ‘Text-books sories. 
Like. its predecessor, the first yolum 
this book is printed in largo charactors 
and profusely illustrated with woodcuts 
on the subjects troated, thereby making 
the lessons easily understood and plain 
to the cl mind of the scholars 
for whom the primers are intended. 
‘Those primers are much superior to any 
other Chinese ,.primors, ‘on the new 
basis,” that we have so far yot seen, and 
‘as they.get to become, known in process 
of time to parents and teachers they. will 
probably take the. place of all other text- 
ooks of that nature. ‘These Commercial 
Press Primer Series must be seen and 
read to be appreciated. The Thousand 
Character Classic; Three Letter Classic, 
and their like will then, as a natural 
sequence, be seen no more on the desks of 
‘the Primary schools of this country. 
We have also received from the same

Brethods of Teaching Chinese, National 
Readers, which explain themselves, 
and are intended, as helps to teachers 
who use the text-books published by the 
Commercial Press.

Another City Raided. 

‘A Canton dispatch states that on the 
4th inst., a8 a large band of Kuangsi in- 
surgents wore passing the city of ‘Ts‘ien- 
chianghsien on their way southwards

The Government troops 
made- no pursuit, although there were 
said to be nearly 3,000 of them within 
ton miles of the scene of the insurgent 
dopredations.

Brazening it Out. 

‘A correspondent writing from - Canton 
about the trial in: that city, a few days 
ago, of the extradited ex-chihsion Pei 
Chin-fu, ‘who it will be remembered 
broke from prison in the Nanhai (Nam- 
hoi) Magistrate's yamén a few. months 
‘ago, while awaiting trial before Viceroy 
‘Tsen Ch'un-hsjien, has the following, 
which shows to what flights of imagin: 
an unscrupulous mandarin can attain in 
orfler to make his guilt, as. light, .as 
possible in ,the eyes of his examiners. 
When asked by, the Provincial Judge of 
Kuangtung, Chéng Yi-lo,who presided at 
the Tribunal, with. the Canton prefect 
and Nanhai magistrate on either side of 
him, why he (Pei Chin-fa) broke from 
gaol and fled .to Macao, the ex-chibhsien 
started a flow of rhetoric which made 
his judges start aghast, so. brazen—there 
is no other word—was the defence, the 
most wonderful of which was that owing 
to the command of the high authorities 
that he (Pei Chin-fu) should refund 
all the monies pocketed by him during 
his several years’ tenure of the lucrative 
magistracies of Nanhai and other hsiens, 
he found himself in great difficulties on 

ccount of the, grestness of the sums 
demanded. Knowing therefore that he 
would not be allowed to leave his con- 
finement on any pretext he had been 
compelled to take matters’ into his own 
hands and go to Macao without notify- 
ing his.gaolers, as he had wealthy friends 
in that place from whom he had 
some expectation of borrowing enough 
money to pay, to the high authorities 
what was domanded from him. That 
indeed, was the reason of his going to 
Macao; the idea of flight and evading 
the law being the last thing in his mind. 
To his unbounded surprise, however, no 
had he got to Macao and was en- 
gaged in procuring the needed funds then 
he was arrested and put under restraint 
by the Portuguese officials of that port. 
‘The case was at once remanded by the 
Provineial Judge for that day, probably 
in order to recover himself from the 
astounding nature of the cashiered ex- 
chihhsien’s evidence. 
Famine in Chihli Province 

‘As may be remembered by readers of 
the Imperial decrees translated by us and 
published in these columns, there have 
been lately several large breaches mado 
by froshets in the embankments of the 
Yangting river in Chihli province, result- 
ing in the inundation of a large tract of 
country and the destruction of the crops 
upon which the inbabitants of that region 

ly depend. ‘The consequence is that 
fami es the people inhabiting both 
banks of the Yungting river in the face 
this winter, and like the good statesman 
he is, Viceroy Ynan Shih-k'ai is taking 
time by the forelock by already sending 
appeals to his brother Viceroys and Go- 
vernors of the various provinces asking 
them to assist him in procuring funds to 
provide relief for the famine sufferers this 
winter. It is estimated that from this 
province of Kiangsu at least Tis. 100,000 
will be raised from official as well as 
mereantile sources.

Provincial Treasurer's arrival in Nankis 
however, his Excelioncy made use of his 
his knowledge of things foreign and the 
long experience he had had of Wester: 
affairs while in Tientsin, and at once 
took up the all-important question .of 
sanitation and the provision of. pure 
drinking water for the people of Nanking. 
Economy being of the first importance 
‘owing to Ihe lack of mouey in this pro- 
i Excellency decided that what 
Nanking needed was artesian wells and 
having made it also apparent to Viceroy 
Wei Kuang-ta‘o it was decided to pur- 
chase a complete sot of machinery from 
‘America to bore the necessary wells, and 
this plant we uow hear is well on its way 
from the States. After inaugurating this 
reform, his Excellency will start furthor 
innovations for the benefit of the 
people under his care. His Excellency 
Huang Chien-kuan is well-known to 
the foreign community of Tientsin, 
whore “e was an official in various 
capacities, from Manager of the China 
Merchants’ there to Tientsin Cus- 
toms Taotai, (1881 to 1900) and it is not 
an exaggeration to state that while in 
that Northern Port he was one of the 
most popular and enlightened mandarins 
there. ‘The Supreme Government in Po- 
king also know his Excellency’s worth 
and it is quite probabe that we will see 
him Governor of # province in a short 
time from now. 


Mounted Bandits Again 

It is reported from North Chinchou, 
Jcho Territory, that, a body of mounted 
bandits waylaid a party of four Chinese 
traders at a place near Hunglohsien, be- 
longing, to North Chinchou prefecture, 
and carried off not only a large sum of 
money their possession, but also 
the traders themselves who ure being 
held for ransom. It is also stated 
that these. Chinese were on their 
way to purchase ponies «for . the

Refagees from Port Arthur wrrived at 
Chefoo the other day report that the Ji 
panese investing army there has been lati 
ly receiving ,large reinforcements in men 
and guns, “Also that there are scarcely 
any “non-combatants now in the 
inside line of the Russian defences, 
a portion having escaped from 
the place whilst a still larger portion 
left their bones benev the 
caused by the terrible shells of 
the investing army and fleet, Indeed 
these refugees affirm that early last week 
the Japanese made « continuous bombard- 
ment of four days, during which time not 
mly did the forts and inner defences of 
the place suffer severely but the business 
portions of the town and the quarters were 
almost razed to the ground. ‘he refugees 
vividly declared that the Japanese shells 
simply “rained” upon the town and 
definces almost without a moment's 
respite, sv that people could barely 
poke their heads from out of their 
Underground covers before shells would 
be bursting above their heads or 
before their very faces. So fierce and 
incessant was this bombardment that the 
refugees declure, on the authority of 
Russian officers whom they knew, that if 
this rain of shells had but continued: for 
snother twelve hours or so the gatrivon 
would have fled and either abandoned the 
town or surrendered themselves, so awful 
was the moral effect caused by the terrible 
shells, Further, that the Japanese are 
wer cautious about entering the town on 
account of a fear of Russian mines planted 
in the vicivity, “when as a matter of fact 
there are scarcely any.”

NOTES AND NEWS. 


27th August. 

Although the Askold and Grosovoi 
havo gone out of commission, the work 
of disarmament will not commence until 
Monday next. In the interval of inaction 
small crop of rumours has sprung up, one 
of which, emanating from St. Petersburg, 
is that the disarmament will not take 
placo until Japan has given assurances 
that she will not follow at Shanghai tho 
policy that she adopted at Chefoo in 
het Reschitjelnij affair. As wo stated 
yesterday the determination to disarm 
ind lie up was come to without Japan's 
‘acquiescence, but there is no reason to 
apprehend any difficulty on that score. 
Japan can afford to wait till the end of 
the war. 1n the meantime, and until the 
disarmament does take place, she is keep- 
ing her three cruisers within twenty 

of Gutzlaff. Communication with 
Shanghai and the Consulate hero is kept 
up by tho destroyer Inazuma, which camo 
in. again last evening at dusk and was 
to leave during the night. 

‘A visit to the Cosmopolitan Dock 
yesterday revealed the fact that the inner 
Portions of the two funnels for the Ask- 
Bld are now completed and in position 
‘on'deck. ‘Tho outer covers will be on in 
two days. ‘The funnels were hauled on 
board and placed in position by tempor- 
ary shears which had been erected on 
board. The Askold will, if the Japanese 
authorities give their consent, remain in 
dock until the middle of next month. 
‘The Admiral was to be seon watching 
operations from the windows of 
his room for the greater part of the 
afternoon. ‘The priest has exchanged 
his somewhat sombre robes for others of 
lighter colours, and his black hat has 
given way to awhite one, rumour has it 
Because the black one has been stolen. 
The roverend gentleman seems a great 
favourite with the men, and it is said that 
he showed great courage when the ship 
was under fire.

The Japaneso ships 
started in pursuit, leaving the Takachiho 
to continue engazing the Rurik. By this 
time the latter vessel had lost much of 
her fighting power, and the fore part of 
the shi gan to heel forward. The 
Takachiho gradually closed on the Russian 
vessel and continued « heavy fire for about 
halfan-hour, when the Rurik began to 
sink.”

DEATH OF “MAJOR” 
ASHLEY. 


The death, which occurred on Saturday 
morning, of Mr. Charles James Ashley, 
at the age of 69, removes one of our old. 
est residents, and one who has beon a. 
prominent figure in Shanghai, and a most. 
Popular man; for over 45 years. Ho 
came to Shanghai originally in 1858 as 

il-maker on the well-known American 
clipper ship N. B. Palmer, but he saw 
better opportunities of getting on here 
ashore than afloat, and left his ship. 
After various experiences, he joined 
General Ward's force, and continued to 
serve with the Ever-victorious Army, 
General Gordon appointing him his Com: 
missary-Major, and he retained the 
Istter half of the title when, after the 
fall of Nanking, he returned to private 
life, resuming his old trade of sail-mak- 
ing. At his home in Brooklyn, New 
York, he had been a yachtsman and had 
been’ accustomed to “run with the 
machino,” and when the Fire Brigade was 
organised here, he was appointed Fore- 
man of the first company enrolled, the 














‘Mib-ho-loong Hook and Ladder Oo, 
whose original truck, now in Hongkew,

hearted and most popular meii who ever 
camo to China. Hé came héro consider:

his brother Robert;\ who retired from 
Foochow only last year, was one of the 
partners. “Daddy” Westall, as he was 
affectionately called, soon became one 
ofthe leading men héto. He ‘and the 
late Mr. E. W. Batt laid out the present 
ground of the Shanghai Cricket Club ; he 
was an enthusiastic rowing man, a most 
valuable member of the 4. D. C, a 
Shanghai Renger, and afterwards a 
Mib-ho-loong ; in fact, he was a keen 
sportsman all-round. And he. was a 
hard-working business man withal, His 
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wife, who was most popular here too, 
died some years ago, and he leaves a 
daughter and four sons who, we are glad 
to know, are well provided for. He was 
one of the men who made Shanghai what 
itis. Ho died in harness, being struck 
down in his office in London by apoplexy,

THE ARABIA AT 
SHANGHAL. 


News rrom Viaprvosrock. 

‘The German steamer Arabia, chartered 
by the Portland and Asiatic ‘Steamship 
Company, which was captured by the 
Viadivostock squadron on the 22nd ult., 
arrived at Woosung lato on Sunday 
morning, came upto the Yangtze Wharf 
and Gotlown Company's wharf in the 
lower rereh on Monday morning, and was 
to leave gain for Japan in the onrly 
hours of Tuesday. She came to Shang- 
hai direct from Vladivostock and by 
courtesy of Messrs. Carlowitz and Co. 
(the agents here) and Cwpt. Rogers, a 
representative of this paper was able to 
glean from those who exme down on her 
sumething of her experiences and of the 
present condition of affairs in Viadivos- 
took. 

‘Tho Arabia, which is s 2,868-ton 
stenmer, sailed from Portland ‘on the 
Srd of July with a cargo consigned to 
Yokohama and Hongkong. She had 
arrived within 140 miles of Yokobamx 
when she fell in with the throo Russi 
cruisers who wore just thon very nective 
in tho vicinity of Tokio Bay. Ordered 
to stop, she received a Russian licuton»nt 
on bonrd, and on the nature of her eargo 
boing signalled to the Aduiral on the 
Rosia, » prize crew of five officers and 
forty-two men was sent on bonrd her 
to conduct her to Viadivostock, while 14 
of her Chinese crew were taken 
on board the cruisers. She touched at 
Korsakoff on Saghalien, and communi 
tion with Vladivostock having made it 
apparent that the coast was clear of Japa- 
nese vessels, she was taken across to the 
Russian port, arriving there on the 28th 
July. After three days the captain, 
crow and passongors (white) were allowed 
to go ashore and they seem to have been 
well treated and suffered no hardship. 
‘The Prize Court sat on the 2nd inst., 
and its eventual award confiscated the 
20,000 barrels of flour and seventy-one 
railway car bodies on board as contraband. 
The rest of the cargo and the vessel itself 
wore relonsed. 

While the Arsbia was at Vindivostock 
the blne-funnel: liner Calchss, captured 
on the 9th inst., was brought in, and it 
instructive to learn thnt the flour and 
timber, which formed part of her cargo, 
were confiscated at once, without waiting 
for the decision of the Prize Court; that 
decision had not been formally renderod 
when the Arabia left Viadivostock. The 
Calchas also had 90 brgs of mail for Japan. 
‘Theso were captured with her and bave 
now been brought down to Shanghai by 
the Arabia, and will be taken on to Japan. 
Altogether during the timo the Arabia 
was in dock five prizes were in Vladivo- 
stock harbour—the Allinton, the Culchas, 
‘asmell Japanese schooner, and another 
smwll vessel. The captain and crew of the 
German steamer Thea, which was sunk 
about the same time as the Knight 






































Commander, were put on board the Arabia 
and have now been brought on to Shang- 
hai by ber. The Thea, it may be men- 
tioned, was loaded with fish-manure and 
was sunk by seven shells, without -auy 
attempt at capture. She had eight days’ 
coal supply on board and might therefore 
have been navigated to Viadivostock. 

‘At the Russinn port the war has 
not made many ch»nges as yet. Two 
trains were ranning daily each way on the 
railway line ; Viceroy Alexeieff was back 
there again: and the town full of officers 
and troops. The band concerts were 
going on as usual. Meat and flour were 
cheap enough, supplies being plentiful, 
but sugar is up to sixty kopeks a pound 
and cigars are scarcely purchasable. 

Before the Arabia left, the Rossia “an 
Gromoboi came in from their. last di 
astrous expedition, and although our in- 
formants did not get a close inspection 
of them, they saw enough to wonder that 
the cruisers ever reached Viadivostock 
atall. They were in a pitiably wrecked 
condition and it will be some woeks 
before they can be fit to go raiding agai 

















The voyage down to Shanghai was 
smooth and uneventful. No mun-of-war 
was passed the whole way. 





THE MAN IN THE 
CAGE. 


“ We want to go to the West Gate.” 

This to the ricshamen who in the usual 
way had started off without enquiring 
whither thoy were bound. 

“All lite, me savey, nik‘ k‘an 
long.” (Yes, I know, you want to go to 
soo tho man in the cage.) 

‘And so on we went through sweltering 
crowds of Chinese, who cast inqui 
glances and soomed almost to understand 
Whither we were going. But on arrival 
at the West Gate there was nothing to 
indicate that anything out of the com- 
mon was going on—no signs of the man 
in the cage. 

After farther enquiries we were direct- 
‘ed to the South Gate, where we arrived 
after a pleasant run through country 
lanes giving one a glimpse of Chineso 
rural life; but still no signs of the man in 
the cage. But after traversing several 
mal-odorous streets and alleys, a huge 
crowd immediately in front of us at the 
East Gate near the Chinese new bund, 
made us realise that we had at last 
found what we were secking—the man 
in the cage! 

“Tt was a fine sight,” as one of our 
coolies remarked, “and not one seen 
every day either.” Yes, there he was, 
without doubt, in his narrow prison—a 
wooden cage—from which he would never 
emerge alive. His head thrust through 
the narrow opening at the top of the 

‘a strong determined-looking fellow 
with bleeding hands, which trembled as 
they clutched the sides of the cage; with 
chains on his feet, under . which some 
‘one had inserted a number of bricks, 
otherwise the prisoner would have beep 
under the necessity of either banging by 
the neck or of standing 
Who says that China is uncivilised after 
that? Besides the soldiers covered his 
head from the burning sun with an um- 
brella, or, stay, was the umbrella put 
ere ‘to balk the intentions of enterpris- 
ing amateur photographers? And the 
crowds of people, in the streets, at the 
windows, on the balconies, how did they 
regard the spectacle? And the soldiers 
and yamén runners who kept guard over 



























his toes. j 





the prisoner in his cage, on which was 
hanging a board setting forth -the man’s 
crime and his punishment? “Ho was 
desperate fellow,” said one of the 
soldiers; “he had stabbed a man al- 
most to death, he was one of the 
worst men living.” Even so, and yet,— 
and yet,—one cannot see. a human 
being in such an ignominious position 
and dying such a lingering and painful 
death without a feeling of pity rising in 
one’s breast. For the prisoner was to stay, 
in the cage until he died from hunger, 
and thirst, and the heat of the sua 
combined. “ From three to five days,” 
one of the soldiers, “they generally live, 
and this,” as he ingenuously added, “is 
very convenient, for the cage is carried 
from gate to gate of the city to be 
exhibited as a warning to all vil doers.” 
And this is the reason why our rieshamen 
were in doubt as to which gato they 
should take us. “How old are you?” 
wo asked, to which the answer was given 
in a strong clear voice (this was only tho 
second day of his incarceration in the 
cage), “Iam only 28 years old. I was 
born in Shantung. I have done nothing 
to morit this punishment.” 

At this last remark the listening 
soldiers and people burst out laughing. 
It certainly was funny. “ Ai yah,” re- 
marked one of the yamén runners, “he 
is the very worst man about,” and the 
Sikh policemen, with their short batons, 
drove the pressing crowd back. And all’ 
this within five -or ten minutes’ walk of 
the Foreign Concession, where English- 
women and little children are 
living civilised liv A 

Certainly he was a very bad fellow, in 
spite of his'ptotestations of innocence. 
His name was Li Fu-sdng, alias Hsiao 
Fa-séng. He is a well-known desperado 
who formerly gave a great deal of trouble 
to the people living at the west gato.of 
the native city. A reward was, thoro- 
fore, offered for his apprehension by tho 
local mandarins. On hearing this Li’ 
fied to Soochow. While there, about a 
fortnight ago, he engaged in a fight with 
‘8 Soochow desperado, whom he stabbed 


























in several places but not fatally. Tho 
followers of the injured man thereupon 
fell upon Li in a body and overpowered 
him. ‘They then took him to the Soo- 
chow mi 


trate for trial. As soon, how- 
reached the ears of the 
he ordered that Li 
should be handed over to the Shanghai 
authorities. On his arrival heré a num- 
ber of charges were brought against him, 
and by order of the higher authorities ho 
was sentenced to stand in a wooden cage 
until he died. 

Tt is many years ago since the writer 
had a long conversation, in one of the 
interior cities‘ of China, with another 
man in acage, But he had boon blinded 
4 women who surrounded 
him, for he had burnt down their hom 
In their fury, as ho was helpless in his 
cage, they had thrown boiling water over 
him until his eyesight was completely 
destroyed. And no one had put any bricks 
under his feet. And threatening looks 
were directed towards the “outlandish 
barbarian” who had spoken a fow kind 
words to the prisoner. We are certainly 
more civilised here in Shanghai, for no 
boiling water has been thrown, and 
bricks have been placed under his feet, 
and, perhaps, some soft-hearted indivi- 
dual will bribe the soldiers to give him 
enough opium to give him the coup de 
In all probability he will be no 
longer living when these lines are read. 
And with such thoughts chasing each 
other through our minds we left the man 
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in tho cage and retraced our steps to 
civilisation—the Foreign Concession. 

‘And this as an afterthought. One can- 
not but be impressed with the admirable 
jence, or would it be better to say 
stoical indifference and apathy, with 
which such mon mest their fate so_ter- 
rible to contomplate. Isit fatalism? It 
may be, But must there not be some grit 
and backbone in a nation which can 
produce men of such detormination and 
strength of will ? 











THE ADVANCE OF 
THE NATURAL 
FOOTED.

Fow people are aware of the excellent 
strokes of work being done by different 
people separated by great distances in 
this vast empire. Some extracts from 
my last mail bag may thus possess oven 
for the general public a moro than fleot- 
ing intorest. Mrs. Goforth is a corres- 
pondent, not even au Hon. See. of the 
Tion Tou Hui. She works under the 
energetic Hon. Secretary and Committeo 
of that go-hoad Port ‘Tientsin, but on her 
has been Inid the burden of rousing the 
whole Province of Honan, the Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-kai’s native Province. She 
writes on the 30th of April: “This 
wintor was tho time for the triounial 
oxaminations to be held in tho city of 
Changtefu. Me. Goforth succoeded in 
getting tho students to come in largo 
numbers; 1,262 students wero received into 
his study (!) and shown later through 
the house; to each student he gave one 
of the anti-foot-binding leaflets which ho 
got in tho box from Tientsin. We be- 
lieve this is perhaps one of the best ways 
of shaking the Chinese belief in foot- 
binding. 

“Then again at a great heathen 
festival held at Hsiuhsion for tho 
worship of the goddess Lao-nai-nai, 
wo had wonderful opportunities of 
sowing seeds. For eleven days our 
courtyard was crowded all day long 
with women listening, and as often 
as we could we spoke of tho evil of 
binding the feet. (It scems is if the 
box from Tientsin had 
and there were no more 
distribute.) 

“Tam glad to say we wore also able 
todo something among our Christiaus. 
A women’s class was held in Changtéfu 
in Fobruary. We took advantage of this 
to hold an anti-footbinding meeting after 
tho servive on the Communion Sabbath. 
Tho Chapol was filled and a most 
enthusiastic meeting it was, Two of 
our leading Christians from tho city 
gave addresses. Quito a number ex- 
pressed their determination not to bind 
their daughters’ feot.” A large box of 
Yuen Shib-kai’s proclamations against 
binding has since been sent here direct 
by the Shanghai Committee. 

Mr. Faers, our correspondent at 
Suifu, working under the Chungking 
Hon. Sec. writes on 20th June: “fam 
sure you will rejoice to hear that the 
anti-footbinding distribution of litera- 
ture here has been a great success. I

enclose herewith the replies I have 
received from the various elders of the 
city, all of whom were very courteous, 
and’ aided greatly in circulating the 
books. I distributed them between the 
students of each of the eleven hsion 
and ting, as well as throughout our own 
city. The prefect and magistrate at my 
request issued proclamations, which were 
well posted throughout the city, and 
these added largely to the great success 
of the distribution. I also enclose a 
copy of these proclamations, as I think 
the prefect’s very good. The leaven is 
working, and in a few years we shall see 
the result of all our work.” 

An old China hand, who holds no 
official position in our Society, writes 
from Chinkiang, 12th May: “We 
have distributed some 3,000 copies of 
the Tien Tsu Hui literature in this dis- 
trict, via the Imperial Canal as far a 
Chingchiangfu—eastwards to Hsinhua, 
Hsiennii-miao, ete., and west to Kaotze 
and Liuhohsiin.

It 
is a new building, well fitted up, and has 
a largo staff of teachers. Ono of thi 
begged fora supply of literature, and g 
out all Thad left. Iu no time it was all 
taken up by the schoolboys. Here ii 
where I like to see the sentiment against 
binding gro 

It is obvious if all the marriageable lads 
objected to having wives with bound feet, 
the supply would soon cease, there being 
no demand for it. And to create a 
healthy feeling upon the subject amongst 
Chinese youths is one of the great aims of 
our Society. 

Chinkiang has most generously con- 
tributed over $90, over $34 of which aro 
sent by Chinese, not to spoak of a further 
contribution from Chinese Christians. This 
will go a long way towards printing more 
books for distribution. Iam sure this 
account of good work done will encourage 
many others to adopt one or other of the 
measures hore described. May I further 
add that selling our books is a 
specially useful way of distributing them. 
They are to be had free from the dopét 
of the S. D. K. Society, Honan Road, 
Shanghai, or from Mrs. Rex, our Shang- 
hai Hon. Sec. Everyone undertaking to 
sell them to Chis will be rendering 
the good cause u service. 

I will reserve for a further oveasion 
‘an account of my own efforts and those 
of other workers in Yunnan, only 
adding, that as we are now inter-zone 
inter-provines, ete., etc., own correspond- 
ence has to be international, and I send my 
communicationsto your paper through the 
French Post Office, which not only should 
take it much quicker to Shanghai vid 
Tongking, but undertakes to do so also 
at a much cheaper rate than the so-called 
Chinese Imperial, thus giving the effect 
that Yunnan has already ceased to be an 
integral part of China.

THE THREE PARTIES 
IN COREA. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ) 








On the oficial gates of Corea along 
the tiles that cover the ridges of the 
corners, there!‘are seated a numbor of 
earthenware figures commonly called 
Son Oh Kong. Son Oh Kong was once a 
monkey, that turned into a man, and 
journeyed as far as Tibet, performing all 
sorts of magic feats. He was entirely 
invulnerable, and could not be done 
away with either by water or by fire, A 
sword would pass through him without 
the slightest damage. to his internal 
organism; and to drown him in the 
depths of the sea was merely to treat 
him to a ploxsant and refreshing bath, 
Such was Son Oh Kong and that is the 
name by which the odd little figures are 


I think also the Chin-jcalled that ornament the ridge corners 


of the gate. It is probably intended to 
indicate to the people that the govern- 
ment sitting behind is inviolable, 
invulnerable, impossible of being harmed, 
and that it will live on after all the gazers 
are dead. 

‘There is still another explanation of 
the little figures in the gates where they 
are called Oh Pu Dong (the five that 
mutually balance), each one being tho 
enemy of his next neighbour and no one of 
them able to overcome all of the others, 
There are the elephant, the mouso, the 
man, the monkey, etc., grouped into a 
deadlock, euch ablo to overcome somo- 
one, aud yet in tarn ly to bo over- 
come. ‘This is said to insuro tho govorn- 
ment against the danger of a Napoleon 
or a Cesar and to leave tho various 
officers balanced off so perfectly, that 
each provents the other from moving or 
acting in any way whatever. Somo 
Coreans think that the meaning of little 
gods on the palace gate has come to pass 
in the three, parties that now exist in the 
land. 

There is the Emperor and his sup- 
porters,ludingfine nearly all of the official 
class ; there is tho people which includes 
all of the uncombed millions and some of 
the others; there is the Japaneso present 
now everywhere. ‘The Emperor has no 
confidence in the people, the people 
have no use for the Japanese, the 
Japanese have no faith in the Emperor. 
Reverso it and wo aro still correct, the 
Emperor mistrusts the Japanese,” the 
Japanese have no confidence in the people, 
the people despise the Emperor. 

Somo Coreans think that these are 
mutually equal, and so are happy in tho 
thought of boing at last a fixture and 
destined to go nowhere. We shall soe. 
As one of these parties, the Emperor of 
Corea is a gentle little man, who has 
sinned away his day of grace, and now 
sits unconscious of the crack of doom im- 
pending. He has a pleasant face and a 
gracious smilo. Of latw years his tooth 
have turned yellow and ho is getting 
puffy under tho eyes, but still he is 
handsome as Coreaus go. He has none 
of the marks of a savage either in his 
face lines nor in his voice, but seems 
admirably suited to a drawing-room of 
the time of Moab and Edom could ho 
have lived then. He is an abstemious man 
in his meat and drink, and quiet in all 
his ways. He smokes little and chews 
nothing but an amber bead. He is a 
head shorter than the Crown Prince but 
wiser on the whole. He likes dress and 
to play with the stars and garters of his 
Order of the Indian Empire, and the 
other decorations that have been brought 
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to him from over‘the sea. Ho is uncon- 
scious as a child, stubborn as a Boer, 
ignorant as a Chinaman, and vain as a 
Hottentot. He has read nothing and 
has heard only flattery for forty years. 
The atmosphere that’ surrounds him is 
‘one of dense ignorance, and consequently 
he is as timid as-a fallow door. He is 
extremely superstitious aud makes up 
for his lack of book-learning by s¢auces! 
with spirit-rappers and consulters of the 
cternal shades. He loves his sorceresses, 
vitches, wise-women, ground-doctors, and 
consults them constantly on the affairs of 
State. Not a day passes but messages 
come to him from the spirits of tho dead. 
He is kindly disposed and only lately 
sont a special gift to help a poor old 
coolie, whoso inmble-down hut and 
poverty he happeued to see when ho 
was on his way from the burned Chung- 
dong palace. Ho does not like his people, 
because they scare him with their Inde- 
pendence Clubs and Societies for tho 
Propagation of Peace. He will have the 
head off his best friend if that friend 
gives him cause for alarm, Ho and his 
elder brother are not on speaking terms, 
in fact he would be very glad indeed to 
have his elder brother depart this life. 
Ho is afraid of his nephew, Prince Chun- 
yong in Japan, and would like him 
‘quietly and quickly put out of the way. 
His own son Prince Eui Wha, now in 
America, koops a safo distanco, for he has | 
iailed on more thay oue occasion to obey 
his fathor and knows fall woll that if ho 
roturned unprotected his life would bo 
but a shadow that passes away. ‘This 
gentle little man who consults his! 
Horoscope through the medium of the 
soft-handed woman, can order the 
oxecution of a friond without s tear and | 
then go on playing with his stars and! 
trinkets. 

Ho has‘never advanced one step in the 
way of true reform, and yot ho takes a 
deep interest in the’ drawing-room 
touches of Western life. He knows the| 
exact difference betwoon the uniforms of 
tho representatives that appear before 
him, and just how many gold strings there , 
are to each country’s epaulottes. He has 
studied clocks, watches, and baromote:

HONGKONG. 


Tho worst typhoon in twelve yoars, 
according to old inhabitants, was that 
which struck Hongkong during Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday of last week, 
puting business practically at a standstill 
and filling the local journals with pictirres- 
que news. One of the mostly widely felt 
effects was tho breaking-down of the 
electric power supply, which continued 
from the forenoon till 6.30 pan. on 
Thursday. 

The signals were first hoisted on Tues- 
day, and before four o'clock on the after- 
noon of that day, the typhoon was re- 
ported 300 miles south-east of the colony. 
By 9.45 next morning it had’ moved to 
the south; by Wednesday night it was 
nearly due south, but moving westward. 
All day Wednesday rain fell in torrents. 
‘At noon on Thurstay the barometer was 
still falling and the typhoon increased in 
severity. Ships in harbour took up still 
more sheltered positions when possible ; 
the Kowloon ferry service ceased running 
at 1 p.m, and many residents were cut off 
from home aud friends. ‘The Shawmut 
dragged her moorings and went ashore 
near the Kowloon dock, but was releasod 
next day. The same ‘experience befell 
the U. 8. survey-ship Pathfinder. Tho 
Manila cargo steamer Zaliro got adrift, 
collided with the Donglas Company's 
buoy, but after several narrow escapos 
made Stonccutters’ Island shelter. As 
alrendy reported by telegraph, the P. & 0. 

1 steamers each way wore delayed in 
te general susponsion of business, A 
number of Chinese craft woro lost on the 
Canton river, but timely warning by the 
Observatory enabled very many to take 
shelter. The typhoon began to subside 
on Friday morning and business was grad 
ually resumed. 

Ashore the most sorious damage was 
done by tho collapse of several houses in 
Ming On Lane and Bridgo Stroct. Au 
‘old Chinese lady was killed in one of the 
houses. © Many” walls, verandabs, and 
chimneys were blown down ; at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Henderson, on tho Peak, 
tower collapsed and wrecked two bed- 
rooms. The race-course was flooded, with 
the result that the gymkhana had to be 
postponed.

We gave in our last issue some ox- 
tracts from Republican journals in refer- 
ence to the Presidential Election; we 
now give some extracts from independ- 
ont papers.

A real man appeared above the Am 
ican horizon on Sunday. Judge Parker 
had been represented as a veiled can- 
didate; but at an intensoly dramatic 
moment the curtain was dropped and he 
was revealed as a figure of heroic pro- 
portions.

Yet the act was simply 
one of straightforward manhood. As 
Sumner protested that he was aman 
before he was a Commissioner, so Park- 
er was a man before he was a candidate. 
With no armour but his honest thought, 
no skill but simple faith, he quietly act. 
ed as an honourable gentleman. But what 


























amaze he struck into the hearts of all 
the professional politicians! An honest 
man saying in plain language that he 





declined a Presidential nomination al- 
ready: made, unless his convictions and 
his honour were cleared—why, incredible ! 
The telegram must be a forgery. Even 
the Western Union questioned it. No- 
body at St. Louis would believe it 
genuine till verified. Hill’s first cry was, 
“Suppress it.” As well try to suppress 
Pike's Peak. Aman had stood forth. A 
“ mystery,” Senator Beveridge had snoer- 
ingly called him; the real mystery is 
why the expert and tortuous politicians 
donot yet, any more than in Burke's 
day, know their own trade. They plot 
and burrow and crawl and sneak and 
compromise, when along comes an un- 
known man with a clear gray eyo and a 
square jaw and, by one honest word, 
shatters their machinations, and loaves 
them covered with mortification and 
ridicule. It is bravery’s simple gravi- 
tation drawing the whole world again. 

One courageous utteranco has insta 
taneously and magically changed the 
whole aspect of the campaign, It has 
transformed dejection into the highest 
hopes. To-day, it is the Republican party 
that is thrown into confusion. It soos its 
guns spiked and its ammunition hurled 
into Esopus Crook. The plan of cam- 
paign over which it was gloating, it al- 
teady has to abandon. ‘To talk one word 
more about danger to the gold standard 
would be to excite derision. And how 
about that other fond charge that Parker 
is “Hill's man”? Who could breathe 
that in the future?

And why 
should it be? The ‘ Philadelphia Record” 
answers this question, interestinly and 
hopefully, in the following editorial : 


“Why should it bo “assumed to be im- 
probable that the Democrats should easy 
“the election? ‘The party's successes at the 
polls are not. s0 few and far between tl: 
a victory ought to eeem marvellous. It 
true that it has lost atesdily sinee it 
Acacrted ita own standards and wlopted the 
Populist folly, but it has discarded ths 
and, free from that pestilenti 
senso, the party has a noble 
victories to point to. 


“In tho last five presidential elections 
the Democracy was successful twice, and 
a third tine it secured a plurality in the 
popular vote. In three successive presi- 
Gentil elections there were more Demo- 
eratic than Republican sotes. ‘To. talk 
about the party’s prospects now ns if there 
weren't any, and as if the party stood 

the Prohibition or the So- 
stand, is ridiculous, 


“Tn the last thirty years fifteen Houses 
of Representatives have been choson. Of 
these the Democrats controlled eight and 
Itho Republicans seven. But the advant- 
ago of the Democrats free from Populism 
is far groater than that. Between 1874 
and 1804 ton Houses of Representatives 
wore’ chosen, and of theso eight were 
Democratic and only two were Republican. 
‘Tho popular branch of Congress was 
Democratic four years out of five. Nearly 
all the time the Sonate remained Re- 
publican because of the number of small 
Republican States. But the Democrats 
had a majority of the people. 


“Iu the last ten years five Houses of 
Representatives have been elected, and 
every one was Republican. But this ten 
years is the period of Bryanism, Populism, 
ailverism, everything that is un-Democratic. 
‘he party has now slouzhed thee off, and 
is back in the position in which it out- 
yored the Republicm party three times 
out of five on the presidency and eight 
times out of ten in the congressional elec- 
tions. ‘I'he odds are on its side.” 


It is too eatly for Democrats to throw 
away their old clothes or burn their hats 
in assurance of a victory in November, but 
there is certainly no reason why they 
shou'd betake themselves to a cave of 
gloom, ‘They have carried elections with 
Worse prospects in July then those of the 
present.

‘TRIBUTE FROM A JAPANESE GFFICER. 











The “Jiji” publishes from a Japanese 
naval officer an article eulogising the work 
done during the present war by the Russian 
cruiser Novik, which was recently des- 
troyed by the Japanese at Korsakoff, in 
Saghalien Bay. ‘The writer say: 

‘he Russian cruiser Novik, which 
came out of Pot Arthur ab various times 
and attempted to attack our fleet, thereby 
embellishing its Sighting record, dashed 
out in company with other war-ships on 
the 10th instant. After breaking through 
the Japanese line of guard-ships, the 
Novik manazed to escape  sing'y to 
the North Pacific. She was, however, at 
last discovered by our ernisers Chitose 
and Tsushima, and finally met a sad 
Dnt glorious fate. On hoaring of the news 
of the disaster to the vessel T shouted 
for joy, but still I could not help feeling 
sone sympathy with the gallant officers 
and men of the vessel. In considering 
the work done by the battleships Ret- 
visan, Tsarovitch, Petropavlovsk and 
others sivea the outbreak of hostilities on 
February 9th last, although these vessels 
wore looked upon as the mainstays of the 
squad’on as far as size and armament wore 
concerned, yet they always hesitated to 
ficht a dectsivo ba'tle. Whenever they 
ventured to come out of Port Arthur some 
of them were either sunk by mines or were 
badly riddled by shot from the Japanese, 
while finally one of them has to be dis 
mantled at a neutral port whither she lad 
fled for shelter. Such a course is not com- 
patible with naval honour, Turning to 
the work done by te powerful cruisers 
Gromoboi, Rosia, and Rurik, we find 
that their high speed and great navi- 
gating capacity were snflic’ent to le 
them to carry on # gallant. contest at sea 
with our squadron. Yet they resortel to 
such ignominious actions as making raids 
upon defeneeless merchant vessels like 
Pirates,or corsairs, and sent non- 
combatants to watery graves. They ap- 
peared satisfied that iy such outrages they 

ishing ‘their task. When 
once confronted by the fire of our vessels, 
they soon scknowledged defext and tried 
toesexpe. What ignoble rascals they are! 

The Novik, however, acted  differ- 
ently, and always displayed her gallan- 
try. "A small ve sel of only 3,000 tons, she 
always boldly took the lend in every bat- 
He. On each occasion on which the 
Japanese main farce bombarded Port 
Arthur—on 9th February, 24th Febru sry, 
March 10th and 2ist, April 13th and 14th 
—the gallant Novik never failed to come 
out. “On some occasions she harassed onr 
destroyers and torpedo-boats, and xt other 
times bombarded our land’ forces. Her 
gallant actions often evoked the admira- 
tion of our officers and men. On the 10th 
instant, when the Port Arthur squadron 
dashed out, the Novik broke the line of 
ba'tle of our fleet and escaped, ultimately 
reaching Korsakeif by steaming far away 
from land and out of the track of vessel. 
Hr was the vessel met her glorious 
fate. 

Having given particulars of the design 
and armament of the vessel, such as have 
already appeared in our columus, the 
article proceeds :— 

‘The vessel was designed in accortance 
with the ideas of the Inte Admiral Maka- 
roff. If there were any defects in the 
ves-el it was a weakness in armament. 
For this reason the Inte Admiral Maka- 
roff, in hin work on ‘‘‘The Form of Wat- 
ships,” expressed a hope that the arma- 
ment would be inereied with the ships 
of the Novik and Bayan type. ‘The opinion 
expressed by the late Admiral Makaroff 
has since proved to be correct. 





















































naval operations, her high speed being 
used to great. advantage, while. in the 
various movements she has been very 
skilfully handled, When the Russian 
second Naval Extension Scheme was 
published some time ago, it was reported 
in nava’ circles in Europe that eleven ships 
of the Novik type would be built, but only 
five have heen comp'eted. ‘These ar the 
Novik, Boyarin, Zemtehug, Izumrad, and 
‘Almaz. This may be due to the fact that 
the Russian Naval authorities feel some 
doubt as to the efficacy of this type of 
vessel. Still, the Novik certainly istin- 
guished herself among the Russian war. 
Ships, and together with the Askold, was 
the pride of Russian naval officers. 

‘The Novik, which was built in Germiny. 
in 1900 at a cost of 3,149,313 roubles, left 
Cronstadt on September 29th, 1901, for 
Port Arthur. Altogether she has engaged 
our flest. aud land forces over ten times, 
Her crew showed great. Iravery in the 
batile on Febraary 9th, when the Japanese 
fleet made a general attack and engaged 
seven Russian bstt'eships, six cruisers, 
and thirteen destroyers. | ‘The Russian 
squadron, dismayed at the attack, retreat 
ed in confusion, the Novik only approach- 
ing within the torpedo range. ‘hat she 
was able to act fo promptly was not only 
due to the excellent qualities of the ship, 
but in greater measure to, the ability of 
her commanding officer, Commander von 
Essen—a hero, who in the carly day 
the campaign was decorated witii the 
“or of St. Georse in recognit on wf his 
distinguished sorvices in the naval battles 
outside Port Arthu:

Accused admitted the trth of the 
charge.

He did not 
mean to defy the Municipal Council or 
the police. It happened through the 
carelessness of his servant; the latter 
had taken his three dogs out, all muzzled, 
and one of them, which had got some- 
thing wrong with its eye, managed to get 
the muzzle off 

Inspector Chilver said he would like 

to mention that when a detective called 
at accused’s house to ask his nationality 
he was told by Mr. Roza that he was 
Portuguese. When a summcns was ap- 
plied for at the Portugueso Consulate it 
was refused, because he was not regis- 
tered there. Witness called at accused’s 
house that evening and said that as the 
Portuguese Consul did not recognise him 
‘asa Portagueso he would have to sum- 
mons him at the Mixed Court. Accused 
to be a British subject, so 
accordingly a summons was taken out at 
the Mixed Court.

Ho would not have registered at the 
Portuguese Consulate because they would 
have required proof of his nationality, 
s parents were also British subjects, 
His Worship—For having your dog 
unmuzzled you will be fined $10. I am 
not disposed to be lenient with you 
owing to the attitude you have taken up. 
It is very difficult for the police when 
people do not give their nationality when 
asked. It makes their work very hard. 
Thavo known them have to yo round to 
Consulates to discover a man’s 
natiouslity. In this case yon need not 
have given the police the trouble of 
going to the Mixed Court to take out a 
summons. 

His Worship ‘said there was another 
charge on the same summons which he 
would make into a separate summons and 
make returnable at once.

Accused said he was not aware of the 
Municipal regulations about dogs. The 
policeman told him about the licenses 
on Saturday and on Monday he took 
them out.

Tn the matter of the Shanghai Muni ipal 
Police before this Consular Court charging 
Mrs-s Schwartz, an Argentine subject 
under Spanish protection (ng there ix no 
Consul for his country in this town) for 
permitting public gambling on the premises 
ofthe Alhambra Hotel, the following judg- 
ment is given : 

‘The facts of the charge being admitted 
by tho defendant, but he asserted that 
according to Argentine Law, public 
gambling is allowed upon’ certain 
conditions, this assertion not being proved 
to the satisfaction of this Court and even 
if it were proved'the correctional law of 
the country,of the residence, that is, the 
law of Spain, has to be applied and not 
that of the country of his origin, and the 
law of Spain ‘not allowing’ public 
hazardous gambling, Mr. Moses Schwartz 
is hereby ordered to stop at once public 
gambling in the Alhambra Hotel. 
All the gambling apparatus in his 
possession will be confiscated unless 
he gives proper assurance 8 to this Court 
that they will not be used fur illivit 
curposes during his residenes here in 
Shanshai. 

The Police aro hereby asked to inves- 
tigate in compiny with a deputy of th's 
ce nsulate if fublic gambiing is carried on 
after this xt the Alhambra Hotel. If it is 
still oontinued they are ordvied to arrest 
all the Spanish subjects concerned and to 
confiscate all the gambling apparatus found 
there.

sergeant Vaughan said that 
ad been in the employ of 
complainant's father for no less than 27 














years. Complainant's father was very 
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ill in bed and had been so for some 
time. At 9.30 p.m. on Thursday the 
defendant entered the honse ina drunk- 
en condition and commenced to make a 
noise outside the door of the room in 
which the complainant's father was 
sleeping. Complainant tried to drag 
him away, whereupon he turned round 
on her and struck her over the head. 

‘The complainant having given corro- 
borative evidencs, the Court sentenced 
the defendant to 300 blows and three 
wooks’ cangue. 

Kidnapping Extraordinary. 

‘A venerable-looking old native, 62 
years of age, was charged with being 
concerned, with others, not yet in 

‘ody, in kidnapping several girls from 
Kiangsi_ and disposing of them to 
various brothel-keepers in Shanghai, on 
various dates. 

From the evidence tendered, it seems 
that the defendant and others in partner- 
ship with him had for some time past 
been decoying girls from Kiangsi, bring- 
ing them down to Shanghai and selling 
them to brothel-keopers here. The vic- 
tims were taken with the defendant's 
countenance and quite believed his stories 
that the stroots of Shanghai were paved 
with gold and that there were innumer- 
able situations to be had here at very 
remunerative wages. On their arrival 
in Shanghai, however, they had their 
enlightenment. Nothing would have 
been known of this despicable trattic had 
not two kidnapped girls managed to 
escape from the defendant's houso. One 
of them mado straight for the premises 
of the Door of Hope and related her 
story, and tho matter was reported to 
the Police. ‘The other took away with 
her the defendant's account books, in 
which he had kept a record of 
uvtiuns with the brothel 
girl went to tho houso of a relative, who 
also communicated with the Door of 
Hope. On hearing of the matter, the 
Police at onco took steps to arrest the 
defendant, but were saved further trouble 
by him coming to the Louza Police Sta- 
tion to report. the theft of his account 
books. 

Sergeant Johnston asked for a remand, 
so that the Police might arrest other men 
concerned. 

Dotective Aiers said that another man 
converned was at present in Kiangsi 
collecting another batch of girls to bring 
down to Shanghai, Thodefendant’s books 
contained entries referring to payments 
alleged to have been given as bribes to 
native detectives and this aspect of the 
matter would have to be investigated. 
‘The defendant asserted that these entries 
had been made since the books left his 
possession. 

‘Tho Court remanded the defendant in 
custody, and ordered the girls to be 
sent to the Door of Hope temporarily.

years’ imprisonment and 900 blows, to be 
inflicted 300 at a time. 

A Club or a Public Gaming House ? 

Woo Ying-sun, described as unemploy- 
ed, was charged with allowing public 
gambling at Nos. 6, 7, and 8, Kia-woo-ka, 
at 9.30 p.m. on the 23rd instant, contrary 
to Municipal Regulations. 

Dr. Vorwerk appeared for the defence. 

Sergeant Johnston said that he re 
information as to gamblin:: being ci 
on at the above-mentioned premises 
at 9,30 p.m. on the 23rd instant he visited 
the house. On entering, he saw a room 
on theleft which contained two tables for 
gambling. Witness asked for the books 
‘and noticed one native hiding them under 
his coat. ‘There were counters and cash 
on the table. The account books pro- 
duced showed the amounts won and lost 
by those who frequented the place. 

By Dr. Vorwerk—There were five peo- 
ple playing. He did not know what the 
game was. 

Dr. Vorwerk said the defendant was a 
respectable man and was employed as a 
shroff at the Belgian Bank. Several 
native bankers and brokers, friends of the 
defendant, were in the habit of calling 
at his house in the evenings and dis- 
cussing the rate of exchange, etc. Very 
often they indulged in a quiet game of 
dominoes. Counsel did not see that 
there was any harm in that, as foreigners 
did the same think at the Clubs. If 
those who were playing did not happen 
to have money in their pockets, cash 
were used as counters and the record of 
winnings and losses were kept in the books 
produced, just as in the Club's foreigners 






































gave chits for their losses. All trose 
who played were friends of the defendant 
and no strangers were allowed to take 


-| part. 


Sergeant Johnston said that the bot- 
tom floor of the premises was rented by 









the defendant for uso as a gambling room. 
The only contents were two tables and 
the cash, counters, books and a féw chairs. 
It was not furnished like a dwelling 
house: it had all the appearance of a 
room set apart for gambling. Tho de- 
fendant had not been in any proper 
employment for more than a year. Ho 
bad made his living out of the gambling. 
The books showed that he had made 
his living in this way for some tim 
they showed that large amounts 
been won and lost. 

In reply to the Court, the defendant 
said that only cight or nine friends were 
in the habit of visiting the place. 

Sergeant Johnston said he received in- 
formation about the place from people 
who had lost large sums of money there 
and who said they had been invited in 
by people they met in stré 

Dr. Vorwerk said it was simply a case 
of friends meeting together and having a 
friendly game of dominoes. It was not 
ly that strangers would be allowed 
credit. The books would show that 
accounts were settled about every ten 
days and never amounted to more than 
about $30. , 

‘The Assessor said ho was of opinion that 
the gambling was public. It seemed to 
him that any-one could go in and gamble. 
The defendant said that only eight or 
nine people frequented the place, but 
looking over only two pages of the books, 
he found the names and entries of the 
accounts of more than twenty people. 
The books also contained entries of 
melon seods being bought by visitors to 
the house. ‘This showed that the.defen- 
dant was not the host. 7 

Sergeant Johnston said that the 
largest transactions with strangors wore 
evidently on a cash basis, 
reported having lost $600 at one 

‘The defendant said that tho names 
appearing in books wore all those of 
friends. Ono friend brought another. 

Sergeant Johnston asked that a h 
sentence be inflicted. 

‘The Court ordered the defendant to 
pay a fine of $50. 

Cruelty to an Unfortunate. 

A brothel-keeper was charged with 
assaulting and beating a girl, aged 18 
years, at 475, Kwangse Road, at 2 a.m.

THE objection that has been made 
that the proposed new bunding lines 
will by narrowing the channel lessen 
the amount of water in the river, 
and thus lessen the amount to be 
brought in by the flood tide, decrease 
the current, and so cause a greater 
deposition ‘of silt than goes on at 
present, is shown to be unfounded 
y the sketch at the head of this 
article, which gives a section of the 
river bed between Farnham, Boyd 
& Co.'s Puotung Works and the Old 
Dock. It is proposed to make the 
river here 1,820 feet wide. Of this 
at present there is a width of 
810 fect with a dep’h varying 
from 18 feet to 48 feet, which re~ 
presents all of the river there is 
available for sea-going vessels, the 
remainder being shallow. It is pro- 
posed to dredge out 510 feet more 
on the Pootung side of the river to a 
depth of 20 feet, the part of the 
channel dredged being represented 
by the letter B, and the filling-in on 
the bank being represented by the 
letter A. All the filling-in is to come 
out of the bed of the river, so that 
while the river will be narrowed, the 
capacity of the bed will be just as 
large as it was before, and far more 
useful for navigation; in fact, what 
is comtemplated is the substitution 
of a narrower, but deeper, channel, 
for a wider, but shallower one. There 
will be the same amount of 
water in the channel, but better 
distributed. On the Pootung side, 
where this section starts, there is a 
striking proof of the deterioration of 
the river. Steamers were once able 
to lie afloat where the sheer-legs are. 
Coasting steamers in light trim have 
now to moor head and stern a long 
distance off the pontoon. 

Since we published the first sketch 
plan of the proposed new harbour

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bunding line on the 15th of July, a 
number of letters, some criticising the 
plan adversely, some approving it, 
have appeared in our columns, Sir 
Charles Dudgeon’s chief objection 
to it is that it is tinkering with the 
evil—a “ patchwork policy” he calls 
it,—and_he quotes Mr. de Rijke as 
saying that “indiscriminate ‘tinker- 
ing’ with the river is only likely to 
take us into deeper trouble.” Any- 
thing Sir Charles Dudgeon writes on 
subjects connected with the prosper- 
ity of Shanghai is to be treated with 
the greatest respect, but we cannot 
think that when he wrote he tho- 
roughly appreciated the present 
scheme, ~“Tinkering” with the river 
is what occurs when any single ripa- 
rian owner gets permission to bund a 
bit of foreshore or build out a wharf 
or a jetty, and half our trouble here 
is due to this tinkering in the past. 
But the present scheme is a compre- 
hensive one dealing with both. sides 
of the river from a little below Tun- 
kadoo to the Cosmopolitan Dook ; it 
is in line with the proposals of the 
experts who have reported what 
should and ‘what should not be done 
to improve the river; and the work, 
if sanctioned, as we trust it will be, 
will be under the control and super- 
vision of the most competent autho- 
rity here, the Customs. We see no 
force whatever in the objection that 
has been made in some quarters to 
the Customs having the control of 
the work. In a floating population 
like this the Customs, as a perman- 
ent establishment, are better custo- 
dians of the interests of the port than | 
even the Conservancy Board proposed | 
by the Protocol, whose constituent 
parts would be constantly chunging. ! 
No one can doubt the competence of 
the men whom Sir Robert Hart puts

cerned with the river, . Mr. R, B. 
!Moorhead’s main objection is to the 
work being begun at this end, He, 
too, talks of it as “a patchwork 
scheme,” which it distinctly is not, 
and urges that “while the lower - 
Huangpu remains in its present con- 
dition, any scheme to decrease the 
total volume of water passing up and 
down its channel should not be sup- 
poried.” The precedent of the 
Peiho, as we said before, shows that 
excellent. results may be obtained 
from beginning the improvement of 
‘a river at the upper end; and, as we 
have endeavoured to show, there is 
no intention to decrease the total 
volume of water passing up and 
down. What is lost in width is to 
be gained indepth. The proposal of 
“C. R. M.” to increase the volume 
of water in the Huangpu by divert 
ing into it from Wahu portion 
of the Yangtze is a beautiful one; 
but to divert the Yangtze into the 
Soochow Creek in order to deepen 
the Huangpu is like introducing » 
full-grown tiger into one’s house 
to rid it of rats. The alluvial plain 
on which Shanghai stands has.in the 
course of centuries been reclaimed 
from the Yangtze; it is a little 
too audacious to suggest restoring it 
to that mighty stream. 

The letter of Mr, G. Mobsby, 
C. M. G,, which we published ‘on the 
27th of July must have reassured 
those who have been alarmed by the 
objections that this is a patchwork 
scheme which will do more harm 
than good. Without being an expert 
in hydraulic engineering, Mr. Mobsby 
is unquestionably a high authority on 
the Huangpu and the Yangize, We 
should like to reproduce the whole 
letter, if we had the space at our 
command ; but we must content our- 
selves with the following extracts : 
Were the harbour bunded throughout 
without receptacles for still water the tide 
would have a free course through the 
harbour, and retain its velocity ; the par- 
ticles of mud would remain suspended in 
the water; any portion that may settle 
doring the still at high water would be 
removed by the increased action of the 
water when the tide turned; and the 
silting up process would be brought to a 

imum. It must be remembered that 
siit only takes place in still or slack water. 
The stronger the current the more sedi- 
ment there is suspended in the water in 
such a tiver as this, and naturally the more 
scour. So the poiut is not to retard the 
velocity of the tide in the method of bund 
ing or by giving too much slope to the 
river bank...

Navat notes from the “L. & 0. 
Express.” 

‘Lord Brassey, before the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce, on the 15th July, 
delivered an address oni the state of the 
navy, with special reference to the 
interests of commerce. Ho ssid in first- 
class battleships ready for service wo 
were equal to a combination of threo 
Powers, and if including ships building, 
and assuming an equal rate of progress, 
we were fully up to a two-Power standard. 
We were strorg in cruisers of every type. 
We had maintained our maritime 














supremacy, but we had maintained it by 
an expenditure never before approsched 
in time of peace. Tho expenditure 
necessary for ourselves depended on the 
expenditure elsewhere. ‘The contingeney 
of war with the United States was not in 
the contemplation of British statesmen, 
but we were bound to look more narrow- 
ly to naval preparations on this sido of 
the Atlantic, and we had been compelled 
to go forward. In naval policy half- 
measures accomplished nothing. Wo 
had now gone beyond the aggregate 
expenditure on shipbuilding in France, 
Russia, and Germany, and wo built a 
least 20 per cent more cheaply than 
in Russia and France. The indicationa 
wero that competition on. naval propa 
tions was becoming less sovere. If foreign 
powers cut down we were ready to follow. 
In his opinion there was little room for 
criticism in the Intest programme of 
construction for the British navy. ‘The 
ineffective class peared, and 
our efforta in the future might be directed 
more than hitherto to the reinforcement 
of tho fleet in battleships. He urged 
thet the Admiralty should do moro for 
the education of the young officers of the 
Naval Resorve, and might give promiums 
ipowners for the ednoation of cadets, 
‘The mobilisation of the fortifications 
of Portsmouth for defence against attack 
began on the morning of the 11th Julyand 
ended at noon on'the 16th July. During 
this period the whole of the soa defences 
in the Portsmouth command were kept 
constantly manned, practically overy 
man in the garrison being at the position 
which would be ‘assigned to him during a 
state of war or of tension. ‘The olectric 
searchlights wera in use throughout oach 
night, a strict look-out was kept, the 
crews were continually at their guns, and 
every possible precaution was taken to 
detect hostile boats approaching Ports- 
mouth Harbour. All the availabl 
tugs and launches belonging to the War 
Department wore used in endeavouring to 
run past the forts and enter the harbour 
unobserved, but though some succooded 
in getting near to the entrance, and every 
device was tried (such as one boat 
tempting to pass in under cover of 
another), it is understood that no vessel 
during the whole period was successful in 
entering the harbour. A boat apparently 
succeeded in creeping unobsorved past 
the forts defending the outer approaches, 
but on arriving near the entrance’ of the 
harbour it was instantly soon by the aid 
of the cross searchlight on Haslar-wall 
and quickly put out of action.

‘Meanwhile Dr. Westwater had been 
consulting the Russian authorities on the 
subject with very satisfactory results. 
may say that the Russians have never really 
showa avy objection to the philanthropic 
work of the Sociaty although they have 
withheld their sanction to the name we 
bear. And so when Dr. Westwater applied 
to the Diplomatic Agent he was courteously 
informed that ‘anything you wish to do per- 
sowally for the destitute or injured in 
Lianyang you are quite free todo.” And the 
Diplomatic Agent diplomatically added that 
he had nothing whatever to do with where 
the money came from! 

"The magistrate and guilds appointed 
one of their number to assist our repreventa- 
tive in working out the details, and it was 
finally arranged that the magistrate and 
guilds sho 1d provide the premises, make 
the necessary alterations, and pry salaries 
‘of cooks and coolies, while the Socieiy 
undertook the feeding of the refugers. 

‘The buildivg hag been provided and 
fitted up as a reluge capable of accommodat- 
ing 300 people. And on the 13th inst. Dr. 
Westwater undertoos the future conduct 
of the work, “on the understanding that 
the refuge and its account would be entirely 
under his control, assisted by ® deputy 
a fated by the’ magistrate and guild.” 
Writing on the 14th August, Dr. West- 
water says: ‘Things are getting pretty 
bad. Crops are being destroyed all ‘around. 
‘There is certain to. be scarcity. I hope 
soon to hoar that, the Society will back us 
up.” On receipt of this letter ‘Tis. 1,000 was 
devoted to relief work in Lisoyany, in 
addition to the former grant of Ths 1,000. 

‘The transportation of refugees from New- 
chang still goes on. Iv is absolutely 
necesary. The Russians have entirely 
puta stop to the boating trafic from the 
Morth. ‘This, has thrown thousands of 
beagmen ont of emplyyment. | Ts has also 
seriously affect-d the export trade of the 
rt.
